Locals 'pitch in' toxic wastes

Local participation in a state toxics collection 

program this week shows that industries and 
busine.ssfs aren't the only ones responsible for 
hazardous waste production 

Covering the sorting tables of the Amnesty 
Days collection center in Tallahassee Wednesday 
were a variety of household sulratances— from oil 
base paints to roach killers— which double as 
dangerous threats to drinking water supplies and 
personal s.ifi'tv w hen discarded 

"I'vr lii-ii, I Mi i III I ijii lhc~.(' paints for a 

while .so 1 brought them m," said Cecil Hatcliff 
of Tallahassee. "I didn't like keeping them at 
all." 

Ratcliff waspne of about 120 participants who 
by Wednesday afternoon had taken part in the 
Big Hend phase of the Department of 
Knvii (iiunental Regulation's .Amnesty Days 
program. Since its l>eginning in May, 1984, the 
program has collected about 1.5 million pounds 
of hazardous waste from 12,000 people with 
mobile collection centers in nearly every county 
in the state Amnesty Days collections end 
Saturday in Leon County and May 1.5 in 
Buntninding counties 



In addition to providing a safe and free disposal 
opportunity for small generators of hazardous 
waste like small businesses and households. 
Amnesty Davs din t tors say the (iro^'rani is als<i 
designed to educate the public aliout toxics 

"We hope to get a lot of wa.stes but it's not going 
to solve our hazardous waste problem, " said Greg 
Lee, an environmental specialist with the DER. 
"I think our biggest impact has been to raise the 
level of public awareness about what hazardous 
waste is ' 

Ij<'(- .said most of the participants in the first two 
days of the Leon County collection brought 
wastes from households, with tbA remainder 
coming from small businesses and^vernment 
agencies. Common household items like 
pesticides, weed killers, old paints and solvents 
and lerlain automotive fluids i iini()ri..,e the hulk 
of waste collected at the centers, Lee said. 
Participants are allowed to di.spose of the 
equivalent of one 55-gallon drum of waste free, 
and any extra will be taken at a 25 percent 
discount to normal disposal rates 

Program Director Jan Kleman said although 
toxics used in household items can be as

businesses also produce hazardous wastes but not in 
quantities large enough to require compliance with state 
and federal regulations 

"Right now li s more of a potent lal problem than a real 
problem. Kleman said. "Hut -.^e do know there's a lot 
of hazardous waste going mto landfill." 

Tl » materials collected by the Amnesty Days prc^am 
are isposed of using several methods, Lee said, 
including recycling, incineration, and disposal in special 
landfllU. He said much of the waste is taken to the closest 



Environmental Protection Agency-approved chemical 
landfill in Pinewood, S.C. 

Not all wastes can be accepted at the collection site, 
however. One Leon County resident brought some wood 
stain with a certain ingredient with the potential to 
decompose into a form of the banned chemical dioxin. 
F^iit since no treatment renters in the country are 
federally approved to handle dioxins, Lee could not 
accept the material. 

Other materials unacceptable for collection are 
radioactive and biologically active materials, explosives, 
gas cylinders, and aerosol cans. Oiricials suggest 
emptying aerosol spray paint cans into old newspapers 
so they can he a('( cpted. 

Collection of hazardous wastes for the Amnesty 
Days program will run daily from 10 B.in. to 7 p.m. 
through Saturday at the Leon County Fairgrounds 
parking lot off Paul Russell Road. For more

That question was asked several times of walkers in 
last year's Great Peace March for Global Nuclear 
Disarmament, the croas-Gountiy walk to protest the 
escalating arms race.

The first American Sf)vi('i Peace Walk will begin in 
LeniiiK'r.Ki .June H and end in .Mo.scow July 8. Two 
hundred Americans will join an equal number of Soviets 
for the journey, camping out along the 450-mile route.

Wednesday morning. 

"There were a lot of serious issues raised and the court 
felt that it had a take a serious look at them,", aaid 
Jimmy Lohmann, part of the state-funded team of 
lawyers who represent indigent convicts facing executkin 
in their appeals. 

The Florida Supreme Court r^^eted Mills' appeal 
Tuesday. 

Court records show Mills, 31, and Mike Fredrick 
robbed and burned down the Wakulla County home of 
Lester Lawhon on March 6, ldS2. Mills then knifed 
Lawhon. beat him in the head with a tire iron and then 

shot and killed him.

Secord also said he would probably sign 
a waiver permitting congressional 
investigators access to the secret Swiss 
bank accounts used in the diversinn to tin- 
contras. Secord refused to sign belore and 
won a oiurt battle against Congress on 



the matter. 

In addition, .Secord said that on Nov. 25, 
he tried to telephone Keagan to plead, 
"Don't cut and run " But Poindexter, who 
was fired that day, told him in an earlier 
phone call that it was "too late" to get to 
Reagan; Secord quoted Poindexter as 
saying, "They've already built a wall 
around him." 

Poindexter, who has been granted 
limited immunity from prosecution by the 
committees, is scheduled to testify to the 
committees in public next month.

Secord offered a spirited defense of the 
projects, saying that had he gotten a 
chance to talk to the president, he would 
have said the policies "are defensible; the 
American people will understand the 
rationtrie that underlie such policy.

McFarlane to add new dimension to hearings

WASHIN(;T0N Robert McFarlane is expected to tell 
the Iran contra comnuttees President Rea>;aii ordered his 
national security staff to help support the Nicaraguan 
contras after Congress banned aid in 1984 but did not say 
how or direct anyone to break the law, sources said 
Sunday. 

The aources said McFarlane, the former national 
security adviser who begins testifying Monday in the 
second week of )oint congressional hearing"- into the 
scandal, will contend the pre.sident didn t l)reak the law 

McFarland has said he knew nothing about the contra 
diversion although Lt. Col. Oliver North told him about 
it as they returned from a failed mission in May 1986 to 
trade weapons for American hostages in Lebanon. 

Aboard Air Force One, White House spokesman Marlin 
Fitzwater declined to ( oniiiient on McFarlane's upcoming 
testimony, first reported Sunday in The New York Times. 
"I prefer to see a first-run version. Let's wait until we hear 
the testimony," Fitzwater said. 

Reagan, who was delivering the commencement address 
at Tuskegee University in Alabama, declined to answer 
questions about the McFarlane report. "I'm not going to 
take any questions now like that. So let's leave it in 
Washington," he said. 

The disclosure of McFarlane's upcoming testimony 
comes as leaders of the Senate panel investigating the 
scandal said again that President Reai^ knew mra-e 
about the affair than he has said publicly, but there is no

"I think as the testimony develops with Mr McFarlane 
,ind others, it will show the president, lulbtt, <lid know 
a few things more than he said he did,'' ^IMIJr'e said on 
ABC's This Week with Dmid BrinkUy. 

"I think it's prnhably about time to list what the 
president said he knew and what he didn't," said Sen. 
Warren Rudmaii. iR .\' H I vice chairman of the Senate 
panel, on the ABC program, 

"It is quite obvious tr us that the president was aware 
that the foreign cour tries were contributing money that 
was being u.sed to buy arms for the contras. I think that's 
fairly obvious What is not obvious yet is what the 
president knew about the diversion. That will become 
obvious, one way or the other, sometime during the next 
month," Rudman said. 

Echoing his colleagues, Sen William Cohen (R Maine) 
a panel member, said on CN.N' s Sunday Seu smaker 
program, "I don't think we can come to any conclusion 
at this point after only one witness as to whether the 
president had actual knowledge of the diversion of the 
ftinds.

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Comcast to rebuild cable system 

Following years ol' consumiT lomplaints ovi-r poor 
service and lack of channel selection, Comcast 
Cablevision is overhauling Leon County's cable system. 

Peter Locke, vice president and area manager of 
Comcast's Southeast region, announced Friday that the 
table company will spend $5 million for a rebuilding 
program which will give local viewers at least ,36 
channels from which to choose. Currently, cable 
subscribers can tune in only 28 stations 

Locke said Comcast will conduct a marketing survey 
to determine what new channels will be added. 

The rebuilding will start, Locke said, with a design 
plan which will take six to nine months to complete. 
Construction and replacement of cables and transmitting 
devices will follow, borne sections of Leon County 
may have 36 channels as early as next spring, Locke 
said.

According to statements 
made by witnesses to the shooting, the husband ran to 
his pickup truck, grabbed a shotgun and pulled the 
trigger as his wife turned to go inside.

National Guard to fight in war on drugs

Florida calling out the National Guard to help 
conduct sur\ eillance at remote runways and other spots 
suspected of being drop-off points for illegal drug 
shipments. 

Working with the Florida Department of Law 
Enforcement, the Florida National Guard plans to deploy 
special infantry iinil> Ihicmghout rural Florida to 
monitor suspected drug drop zones. 

Twenty two states have enlisted their guardsmen in 
some form of anti drug efforts, but only Florida has gone 
so far as to use its guard according to the Pentagon's 
National Guard. 

"There's a war on drugs," Gov. Bob Martinez said. 
"We're going to use all the resources we can aggregate" 

Citing concerns over security and Guardmen's safety, 
Guard and FDLE officials declined to provide timetables 



or locations for the iiperations, and would not identify 
the units or even the size of guard patrols. 

They said the ground .surveillance missions would he 
of short durations and would be based on FULL 
intelligence that a particular area may be used for drug 
trafficking. The missions will not be random or 
continuous, they said. 

"W'e dim't utilize the Guard tci make arrests, make 
seizures or get involved in civilian law entorcement. 
(Aher than ie[)orting back what they're seeing, " said Bob 
Cummings, the FDLE's director of criminal 
investigations. 

Capt. Jerry Vaughn, at Florida National Guard 
headquarters in St. Augustine, said Sunday those chosen 
for the missions are Vietnam combat veterans. (Jreen 
Berets, or police officers in civilian life. None ranks below 
sergeant, he said.

other chemicals that could <onl,uiiinate 
city drinking water if (ii>|)iised of 
improperly 

"We got people to realize that hazardous 
waste does exist not only in chemical 
plants but also in their own homes." 
Kleman said "Through the media we 
were able to liuich a lot iii people, iiy 
pointing out the connection iietween the 
hazardous materials kept in their homes 
and the danger to their drinking water." 

The Department of Environmental 
Regulation collection also supplied 
Tallahasseeans with tips on how to 
dispose of tiixic matenaK after .Amnesty 
Days ended Partu ipanl-- wen advised of 
the safest ways to get nd oi ai'iosol tans, 

oil paints and solvents so that they will 
nut ptise a threat to the environment. 

Kleman advocates waste disposal 
practices such as spraying out all aerosol 
cans before discarding them, or wrapping 
the cans in plastic bags in case the 
contents become heated and combustible. 
She advised that all old oil paints should 
be left to sit until dry because they are 
only hazardous in the liquid state. 
Solvents should also be left to sit until 
solids sifl to the bottom of the can In this 
way users can recycle their own solvents 
for re use and discard the hazardous 
remains. 

According to County Commissioner 
Gary Yordon, the amount of toxic 
substances left by Tallahassee 



homeowners during the annual campaign 
demonstrates a need for a permanent 
waste dumping site in I, eon Count \ 

"The fact that over 14 tons of waste was 
collected induates to me that people do 
have hazardous materials in their 
homes," Yordon said. "It's time we took 
a good hard look at this problem. We need 
to begin handling (toxic waste) ourselves 
and not relying on outsidi' sources," 

Currently a measure initialed bv Sen 
C.corge Kirkpatrick 1 1) (iamesvil lei, SB 
546, proposes an extension of the 
Amnesty Days program. In addition, a 
stale grant for $50,000 has been made 
available to Leon County to set up such 
a site, and officials have until June .'iO to 
decide whether they want to receive it 

Yordon said he supports the bill, which 
would set up two permanent dumping 
sites in Leon County. Under present 
conditions, hazardous materials are sent 
to out-of-state landfills. 

Kleman also said that permanent sites 
are needed so that Leon County can tre.tt 
it.s own toxic waste Stie said the count \ 
commission needs to act quickly in order 
to meet the June 30 deadline. 

"In all fairness, the local government 
doesn't get to spend much time thinking 
about toxic waste until something like the 
Amnesty Days brings it to then 
attention," Kleman said 

She added that although Leon County 
officials have been very supportive of 
Amnesty DayB,"th^ need now to initiate 
the first steps in forming plans for a 
permanent dumping site Mate the state 
funding is gone "

confiscated from Lt. Col. Oliver North's 
White House safe. A flow chart disrovered 
in the safe— and now also published in 
Appendix C of the Tower commission's 
report— depicts the Cult and Caribbean 
Foundation as one of .several companies 
responsible for holding profits from the 
Iran arms sales to send to the Nicaraguan 
contras. 

Wiesel's name appeared on the 1984 
pamphlet published by the G & C 
Foundation entitled "Central America 
The Future of the Democratic 
Revolution." The pamphlet advances the 



idea that the true freedom fighters in 
Nicaragua are the contras. 

"What happened was, I went to help the 
Miskito Indians ((rf' Nicaragua). . .because 
then they were suffering aggrievement by 
the Sandinistas and I felt it my duty to 
Sandinistas and I felt it my duty to 
gc. Then I found out that my presence 
was being used without my knowledge. 

"I resent it very much and I think it is 
despicable to do these kinds of things 
behind peoples' backs without their 
knowledge and to use their name or their 
work My connection is a connection of 
disgust." Wiesel said 

Wiesel. a professor at the Boston 
University, flew back to his New York 
home shortly after Thursday's speech.

Gary Hart's rapid fall from grace this past week only goes to show 
how press .scrutiny of one little faux pas can make or break a 
political career. Our president, however, eiyoys immunity from that 
same scrutiny d^ite undisputable involven^nA in crimes far vaote 
serious than any moral misdemeanor. 

For seven years, the president of the United States has 
successfully escaped even so much as an c^eial reprimand for 
breaking the laws of the land; yet he goes on, his authority no less 
diminished. 

Though the .special committee's investigation of the Iran contra 
scandal has yet to reveal exactly what the president knew and 
when he knew it, the information divulged thu8 far indicates a 
massive cover-up of a government-sanctioned covert operation gone 
awry. Richard Secord's testimony points the finger at the White 
House and it is hecdnung increasingly clear that the Reagan 
administration is in serious violation of national and international 
law. But the same jury that sent Hart to the gallows is keeping 
quiet on this one 

Thankfully, there are those who have broken with an otherwise 
uncritical posture on the years of lawless Reaganism. One such 
person is Rep. Henry Gonzalez (D-Texas), a 25-year Capitol Hill 
veteran. Citing the intervention of U.S. troops in Grenada and 
Lebanon, the bombing of Libya and the possibility of direct military 
intervention in Nicaragua, Gonzalez recently introduced a House 
resolution calling for Reagan's impeachment. 

Five of the impeachment articles include alleged violations of 
the Arms Export Control Act, the Foreign Assistance Act, the 
National Security Act, the Boland Amendment and a 1^6 law 
restricting arms transfers to nations that support terrorism. The 
sixth article alleges that Reagan has exhibited a pattern of 
irresponsible executive decision making and has fail^ to fulfill 
his constitutional duty. 

It is strange that the press was so quick to hound a man out of 
contention for the office of the president, but has been loathe to 
condemn the outlaw who occupies it Reagan has long been 
committing the crimes Gonzalez cites in his impeachment 
resolution, and by its simplicity through silence, the mainstream 
press is also guilty. 

There's less than a year of Reagan left in America, and it can 
be argued that Gonzalez' resolution, however well-intentioned, may 
have come too late. But like many other Americans, Gonzalez is 
primarily concerned that there will be direct U S, military 
intervention in Central America unless Reagan is stopped cold in 
his tracks. And if Reagan's past policies are any indication, 
Gonzalez' concern is well-founded.

Feet first 



Editor: 

Now that the summer vacation season is almost 
underway, I would like to take this opportunity 
to warn students and others about the dangers 
of diving recklessly into strange waters. April 
was Spinal Cord Injury Prevention Month— a 
grim reminder that every year, over 140 people 
are disabled by spinal cord injuries, mostly 
during the summer. The major causes of SCI are 
auto accidents. Gunshot wounds rank second, ami 
falls third. Five years ago, diving accidents were 
first tm t3m iMt. Now they rank fourth. 

The "Feet First First Time" campaign was 
begun in Pensacola in 1981 The prevuius year 
.seven young men and women were disabled in 
diving accidents during one Fourth of July 
weekend. The goal of Feet First is to encourage 
peofile to dive carefully, especially in waters they 
aren't familiar with, llie Feet First canqtaign has 
cut the number of diving accidents in half, but 
there is still a Uin^ way to go -there were 34 
diving accidents last year, U4 too many. 

Years ago, SCI was fatal Now the victims can 
be saved, but they pay a terrible cost in the loss 
of their strength and mobility. The burden also 
falls heavily on their families and friends. The 
financial cost of SCI only begins with the hospital 
stay after the acndent The rehabilitation and 
special care of SCI victims lasts all their lives. 
At the Center for Independent Living of North 
Florida, we work with SCI victims every day. Our 
clients go on to lead produ^ve, independent 
lives— but they still sidTer a bragic loss. 

So this summer, take my advice. Dive feet first 
the first time. Be careful handling firearms. Wipe 
up spills, and pick up loose items lying on 
walkways and stairs. And above all— don't drink 
and drive.

Two years ago the Legislature voted to make 
Franklin County a State Area of Critical 
Concern. The relatively undeveloped county was 

a prime target for haphazard building 
construction. A result of the legislative act was 
a committee created to oversee and guide wise 
development and meet regularly to make 
recommendations. 

It was a surprise to learn 16 people on that 
committee voted in favor of a marina on % Getrge 
Island on April 22 St. George Island is located 
on a special body of water The Apalachicola Bay 
is a Class II Shellfish Harvesting Approved body 
of water. It is an Aquatic Preserve and a 
designated Outstanding Florida Water. Also, it 
is a National Estuarine Saiu:tuary and an 
International Biosphere Reserve. 

Marinas contribute to pollution. There is 
overwhelming evidence that oil, ga.s, anti-fouling 
paint and turbidity from marinas destroy 
invertebrates. Apalachicola Bay is well known 
for its shellfish industry and relatively clean 
waters. The bay produces 85 percent of all the 
oysters in Florida and 10 percent of the nation's 
oysters 

How could these committee members of the 
Apalachicola Bay Planning and Mana^'tment 
Committee be dubbed into thinking a marina at 
St. George Island is a good idea? Common sense 
would dictate the fewer boats on a body of water 
the better chance to preserve habitat of the 
organism and biological population of that body 
of water. The harvester boats are numerous on 
the bay now. A marina at St. George Island would 
only encourage more boating activity on the bay.

Cards still reflect traditional mother image

In the 1930s Hallmark Cards, Inc issued 
a Mother's Day card cut into the shape of 
a stove. Some 50 years later. Mother s Day 
cards still show mothers stuck m the 
kitchen, even though more than half now 
work out of the home. And greeting card 
companies-which expect to sell some 150 
million Mother's Day cards this year-say 
that's the image women want to see of 
themselves. 

"Even with the increased number of 
mothers out in the working world, on 
Mother's Day women still prefer to be 
acknowledged for their role as wives and 
mothers," says Jody Roberts of American 
Greeting in Cleveland. "They don t like to 
be portrayed as carrying briefcases and 
working in an office." 

Why would women, who have worked so 
hard for both career and family, feel more 
comfortable with cards that acknowledge 
only part of Iheir lives'' 

Says Roberts, drawing from her firm's 
extensive market research, 'There's this 
little bit of guilt about working w hen you 
have children, and Ihey almost don't want 
to be reminded of that." 

A random sampling of Hallmark's more 
than 1,100 different offerings found an 
abundance of hearts and flowers as well as 
animal mothers-Teddy Bear moms and 
goose moms. But most of the cards 



depicting a human mother put her in the 
kitchen. One has her in the laundry room. 
Dad is nowhere to be found. 

The predominant emphasis is still that of 
the traditional mother, agrees Rachel 
Bolton of Hallmark's Kansas City ofl'ice, 
but adds that the working mother aspect 
does appear in subtle ways. 

"What we see is the mother's image 
changing from being the performer of tasks, 
chained to the stove to being more of a 
person," Bolton says 

Mother's Day cards do reflect the 
changing times when they zero in on the 
newest mothering trends. This years 
hottest may be the baby boomer's baby 
boomlel 

'Women \s ho have delayed family for 
career are now having their first children. 
Half of all babies born today are first 
children," Roberts explains 'You'll see a 
lot of cards this year for a mother's first 
Mother's Day. And then there are 
Expectant Mother's Day cards for those 
who don't have children (juite yet " 

Another soft .spot in the market greeting 
card companies hope to tap is the new , older 
mothers who want to acknowledge the 
tribulations their own mothers had in 
raising them. 

"We have cards that say, 'Mom, I know 
we didn't always gat jilung, but thaiik*|-, 
you did a great job, ' Bolton says. 

Roberts agrees. 



"Now that these women are learning 
what it's really like to be a mother, they 're 
sending cards to their moms that say 
Thanks for all you've done Now that I'm 
a mother I realize all you've gone through.' 
It's shared motherhood 

Some trends are tougher to capital i/.e on 
Though divorce rates showed the need lar 
earlier, Hallmark didn't release cards 
specifically geared toward stepmothers 
until the mid 1980s. 

"People have to get comfortable with the 
idea, before they'll send .i card." Bolton 
says And language is a problem. "Nobody 
espe< lally likes the term stepmother, but 
there doesn't seem to be a better word, " she 
explains. "Captions on cards for 
stepmothers are likely to read, 'For mother 
who's like a friend,' or 'For someone who's 
'neen like a mother to me 

One trend noticeably absent from 
greeting card racks is surrogate mothering 
"Right now, it's an extremely small 
market," Roberts explains. 

For the mothers who don't want the 
airbrushed roses and glitter of a traditional 
Mother s Day card, there are always 
alternatives— those without a specific 
message linked to a holiday or with short, 
direct and personal verses. 
Then there's the Mother's Day card 
, , f^xi4 by Noble WorHs, ^n alternative card 
company based in New York, depicting a 
Dennis the Menace type nine-year-old boy.

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Comic artist recaptures 
the kid's point of view

Calvin and Hobbes

When v- v were kids, numtof us couldn't 
wait Id ^^riiw up When we did, we 
di^i ii\ iTi'd with chagrin that we'd 
probably spend most of our adult lives 
trying to recapture the uniquely youthful 
perspective we had on the world. 
Fortunately for us. Bill Watterson has 
created f'fi/i tn iitul a new, clever 

comic strip that successfully tells the kid's 
point of view with grai^ and gentle 
humor. 

Calvin and Hobbes is so good— and so 
funny— XhaX it is destined for comic-strip 
superstardom, like Pulitzer-winning 
BliKim C'liinly and Thf Far Suit' For the 
miitnent, however, the strip remains a 
well kept secret among its devoted fans. 
Only four Florida newspapers carry 
Calvin and Hobbes: The Miami Herald, 
The St Petersburg Times. The Tampa 
Tribune and, most recently, Panama 
Tity's paper, which dropped Prince 
Valiant for Calvin and Hobhes. 

For those who've missed the dailies, an 
oversized paperback collection was 
released in March, and C(dvin and HfAbes 
is now available in mtmt bookstores. For 
comic connoisseurs, it's a must. 

Calvin IS an intelligent, literate little 
kid who combats childhood fears and 
problems with his hyperactive 
imagination. Hobbes, his constant 
companioo, is a stuffed tiger who assumes 
life ai^ a charming personality when he 
is alone with Calvin. Anytime aiM>ther 
character enters the panel, Hobbes 
reverts back into a stuffed toy. 

We see Hobbes, and the world, through 
the ridi filters of Calvin's imagination. In 
one strip, Calvin is as smalt as a pea, 
strolling around with his huge, friendly 
grin among forks and spoons, only to 
return to normal size at the end of the 
strip and get scolded for playing with his 
food. In another installment he towers 
over a town and stomps the houses into 
the grmmd, until in the last panel we find 
out he was only playing with toy houses 
and cars Elsewhere are octopuses, sharks 
and gorillas that maf;ically transform into 
regular people by the final frame. 

Catuin and Hobbes is more than just a 
clever concept. In fact, its concept is not 
new at all; Charles Sk:hultz found fame 
with his Pranuts strip about clever, 
literate children, and Bloom County also 
sports a number of kids who talk like 
adults. What makes Calvin and Huhhes 
work is its genuine humor. 

Watterson's figures are imm^iately 
appealing. You don't even need to read 
the strip to get a laugh; unlike the 
visually dense Doonesbury and Bloom 
County, Watterson's strip employs a 
minimum of detail and even white space. 
Inrtead, he concentrates on develc^ing 
eqnreasive ngures. 

Calvin is a rich character— intelligent, 
but not in a dry way. His logical 
extensions are amusing: in one strip, 
when he puts bread in the oven and toast 
comes out, he and Hobbes muse on where 
tha bread wen*.

Perhaps it is a legacy of childhoods m which it was our 
mothers who explained why flowers die in the fall, why 
vou can soiiiotinies .see the moon dunnj,' the day and why 
boys don t a.-,k you to dance Perhaps it is a legacy of 
girlhoods in which it was our mothers, with hours to 
spend with us, who followed their own mothers' leads 
and talked about this and that and became, if not the 
storytellers of our lives, at least the narrators and 
analysts.

The older women ili<l the >ame, .-.ending their husbands 
off to the K(dt course, dishing their daughters in law 
There have been times when I might have fell sympathy 
and a slight comtempt for these women without men, 
but those were times when I was young and stupid Those 
were times when nearly all my friends were men, after 
the coeducational dorms and before I was at ease the 
femaleness in me 

Those times ended when I got a job at an institution 
as unequivocally male as a pair of black wingtip shoes. 
When I got there I was desperate, not to make friends, 
but to make female friends. One day I met a young 
woman at the photocopying machine, and struck up a 
conversiition We iH-camt' friends: in fact, she is the friend 
with whom I took the trip I still remember the lunch 
at w hich we narrated the bare bones of our hie stones 
We have spent the last 10 years filling in the blanks, 
shading, excavating. She probably knows more about 
some parts of my life than my husband does: nothing 
critical, just little bits here and there, some of the tiny 
(lots that, taken together, make up the pointillistic 
picture of our lives.

Martin 
scheduled Marzan to play every position 
on the field in this particular game a 
couple of weeks ago ,-\nd despite some 
hesitation by the Bayamon, P.R. native, 
he did go thnmgh with the plan. 

Marzan's trek around the field began at 
a place where he once played— catcher. 
Though a few of starting pitcher Ed 
Porcelli's tosses found a lot of dirt, Marzan 
got used to tiie spot befiire too terribly 
long. 

"It felt kind of strange being behitui the 
plate," Marzan said. "It took me a couple 
of pitches to get used to it. But 1 wouldn't 
want to play catcher again unless a pro 
team really wanted me to." 

Marzan then went to the mound and 
promirtly sat down all three mm he fw:«l. 
It was the first time Marzan had pitched

The rest of the night was pretty 
urwventfiil for Marzan.

County comnnission to discuss gas tax

The Leon County Commission's scheduled discussion 
today over a possible two-cent gas tax hike may 
determine whether voters decide the final outcome of the 
increase or not. 

City commissioners and the county have both 
expressed support for adding two cents to the county's 
current four cent local option gas tax, but have disagreed 
over how the expected revenues should be distributed. 

Each penny ofthe existing tax raises about $4 million 
per year for road improvements, and Is split evenly 
between the city and the county But the county is 



restricted to spending much of its share on projects that 

benefit the city 

The county commission would like to see the $6 million 
resulting from an increa.se .split evenly with the city 
without any restrictions. At iu May 6 meeting, however, 
the city commission rejected county commission 
chairman Bill Montford's proposal for an even split and 
decided to leave the current tax intact, increasing the 
chances for a referendum on an addition. 

The county commission will meet todav at ,3 p.m. in 
Courtroom 4 of the Leon County Coui iiiou.se.

Committee Monday 
approved sanctions aKinnst public i-niployees suspected of 
drug use as part of omnibus legislation to toughen 
Florida's drug and sentencing laws. 

State and local agencies could fire any employee they 
suspected of illegal drug use within a six-month period, 
providing the employee was given a hearing and probable 
cause was established 

The probation requirement would cost an estimated $20 
million, but committee members said it would help keep 
ex-cons on the straight and-narrow. 

The entire bill, including provisions allowing judges to 
impose much higher sentences than envisioned in the 
st,itii s seniencinK guidelines, would increase the Florida 
[irison population by an estimated 5,560 inmates next 
fiscal vear, and increase prison operating costs by $71 
million.

In the past few day.s, since the demise of Gary Hart, opinion pages 
of national newspapers have been loaded with commentary— not 
so much Gonmrned with the former candidate's character or his 
handling of a sticky a£fair, but rather with the character of the 

pre.ss. 

Most .seem to think the disclosure of Hart's private life by the 
Miami Herald is a shocking new low in journalism which signals 
an imminent tidal wave of front page sleaze. But there is nothing 

new here and journalistic fthics have not been coniproniisfd in 
exposing Hart's dealings and his inability to own up to his 
mistakes. 

In his farewell news conference. Hart had the audacity to blame 
all his problems on the press, claiming he had done nothing 
immoral. He went on to say America's election process has been 
derailed by an irresponsible, overblown media. But Hart decided 
to play the game, and by media rules. He reconciled with his 
estranged wife, gathered his children 'iiuiiui hmi and put on the 
family man charade for two unsuccessful attempts at the 
presidency. 

Some of the [jress didn't buy Hart's filial devotion line and, 
working with leads, sol out to find the depth of his fidelity. It didn't 
take a great amount of sleuthing to discover it was only ankle-deep 
One can only guess what was going through Hart's mind when 
he invited the press to tail him. If nothing else revealed a character 
flaw, this bit of idiocy did. 

The game proved to be too much for an ill-equipped Hart. He lost 
miserably and blamed it on corrupt officiating. Hart may whine 
that the vicious press destroyed him, hut that same press created 
him. The handsome, platitude wizard wasn't heard to complain 
about media politicking in 1984, when the amoral, adoring press 
helped bring him so close to taking the Democratic nomination. 
The double-edged sword swung the other way this time when it 
felt it was being duped. 

The media is well within ethical bounds when it reports gaping 
character discrepancies, whether or not it had to sit in the man's 
front yard to verify them When he declared his presidential 
candidacy, tiart Hart surrendered his private life— this is hardly 
new, it's institutional. 

Since Hart contends that he is the victim of media politicking- 
let him be honest about it and play by his own privacy rules. He 
wouldn't have been elected that way because Americans don't want 
their president to be a mystery, and rightly so. The electorate has 
a right to know as much about who will occupy an office of such 
far reaching power 

The media has a vital role to play when it comes to selecting a 
president. For better or worse, the pageant contestants all rely on 
maneuvering the media for a more favorable camera angle. And; 
for better or for worse, Americans make their judgement on the 
basis of information they are given. 
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Racism: a matter of life and deatii

is allocated ina racist, discriminatory manner is 
quite liii t illy that of life and death 

Ihr Siipii nie Court had the oppiirlunity to 
settle this dabate. to niovc us lu'vond the level 
of legal barbarism, Bui the frontier, vigilante 
inspired ethos of "hang 'em high" has now 
temporarily triumphed in two court decisions. 

First, the high court has ruled that any person 
who participates in a felony which re.sults m the 
death of another person may be convicted of first 
degree murder and sentenced to death even il 
the convict had no intent to murder and had not 
fired any weapon. Anyone judged to be a "mtgor 
participant" in a capital crime who "necessarily 
exhibits reckless indifference to the value of 
human life" may now be exei nti-d hv the state. 
This controversial ruhng, detidi-d \,\ a narrow ,5-4 
margin, will undoubtedly accelerate the number 
of executions across the U,S, Moreover, il 
essentially overturned the Enmund i FUinthi 
decision of 1982, which had affirmed that death 
was an unconstitutionally excessive penalty for 
any accomplice in a murder case who didn't harm 
or intend to kill a victim. 

The crucial case of Warren McCleskey is even 
more tragic McCleskey, a black man, murdered 
a white Georgia police officer, and subsequently 
received the death penalty. McCleskey's 
attorneys argued that the defendant's race had 
a dectfive role to play in capital cases in Georgia, 
and that the death penalty was in any event 
"cruel and unusual punishment" which is 
prohibited by the Eighth Amendment, Social 
science research validated McCleskey's central 
argument. According to one statistical study by 
David C. Baldus and others based on over 2,000 
murder cases in Georgia during the 19708, people 
accused of killing whites were about 11 times 
more likely to l)e j^ivcn the death penally than 
those who murdered blacks. Even factoring for 
230 variables, the death sentence was still 4.3 
times more likely to be rendered if a victim was 
white. Over half of the defendants in white-victim 
crimes would not have been ordered to be 
executed had their victims been black women or 
men. 

These disturbing statistics are reflected on 
Death Rows throughout the U.S. Less than one 
in seven persons awaiting execution had black 
victims. About one half of all inmates on D«ath 
. , Row are paopla at color— blacks (41.6 tanvaVi, 



Indians (1.3 percent), Hispanics ifi percent i and 
Asiansd percent). Of the 1,874 inmates on Death 
Row in the U.S.. as of April 22, 1987, 974 of them 
(52 perrant) are locate in only nine Southern and 
border states. In Florida, between 1972 1977. 
blacks who murdered whites were five times 
more likely to be sentenced to death than whites 
who had murdered whiles All thi- d.ita indicates 
that a black person's life is worth far less than 
that of any white person, at least in the 
traditionally racist confines of the South's 
criminal justice system.

Predictably, McCleskey's critics llrst rallied 
behind thinly veiled, but well tested i aci.st 
arguments. One of the original prosecutors of 
McCleskey, Mary Beth Westmoreland, asserted 
that patterns in death sentencing could be 
attributed to the fact that Afro- Americans were 
usually killed in "family disputes, lover 
disputes," bar rw)ni brawls, etc. White folk are 
different, WestnKirehind claimed, be( ause they're 
often killed in robberies which provoke 'the 
moral outrage of the community." By another .5 4 
mfgority, the Supreme Court sided against 
McCleskey, but used more sophisticated racist 
reasoning .Judge Lewis F. Powell declared th.it 
McCleskey's arguments "basically challen^je thi' 
validity of capital punishment in our nuilti racial 
society." To prove racism in death sentences, 
McCleskey had to prove "the decision makers in 
his case with discriminatory purpose"— in short, 
an impossible task. 

Dissenting from the court's majority, .histiit- 
William Brennan warned "The risk that race 
influenced McCleskey's sentence is intolerable bv 
any imaginable standard ... We cannot pretend 
that in three decades we have completely escaped 
the grip of a historical legacy (of racism) spanning 
centuries." Many other observers recognize these 
central truths as well There remains no hard, 
scientific data which proves that the de.ith 
penalty deters crime. States which have 
reinstated capital punishment frequently 
experience increased crime rates. And most 
importantly, no racist social order can ever 
administer the death penalty in a non-racist 
manner. As Urban League leader .John E. .Jacnb 
states, "the death penalty will always be alTecled 
by racial fiitdr-. That is enough to place it 
outside the lM)unds of constitutionality."

Authorities are still searching for suspects in an 
apparent double murder which occurred in a quiet 

ndrthcin Leon Cnuntv lu i^hUirfuMKl Wcdni'sdav iiuirnin^, 
according to Leon ( nunl v Shcnirs Otfin' spokesman Dick 
Simpson. 

Jesse Foster, 58, and his wife Doris Foster, 56, were 
apparently shot to death in their house at 3813 
Cottingham Dr. in the Runnymeade development. 

Simpson said the couple was discovered around noon by

WASHINCro.N' Robert McKarlane. temper flaring, 
acknowledged Wednesday that he did not try to prevent 
Lt. Col. Oliver North from holding a Nov. 21 "shredding 
party" to destroy documents about the Iran-contra scandal. 

McFarlane— his methodic, sometimes plodding style 
punctuated by outbur.sts under intense questioning from 
members of the House and Senate panel invest i^'aim^; the 
affair also lashed out at lawmakers uho questioned a 
1985 administration effort to ransom American hostages 
in Lebanon for $2 million. 

In addition, the former national security adviser said 
he kept President Reagan generally informed of efforts 
to sustain the Nicaraguan contra rebels, but dodged

Office when he needed to talk to Reagan. 

• Said Reagan was "very «)nscious" Israel had its own 
motives in proposing in the summer of 1985 that the 
United States open communications with Iran 

On his third day nl testimonv, McFarlane- ipcuunted 
under questioning from Sen. (ieorge Mitchell, U Maine, 
a conversation with North on Nov. 21, 1986, in which 
North said, " There's going to be a shredding party." 

North expressed to McFarlane concern about Attorney 
General Edwin Meese's informal investigation under way 
that weekend into the U.S. arms .sales to Iran. During that 
probe Meese's aides turned up evidence of the diversion 
of sales profits to the Nicaraguan contra rebels.

And several archenlogists working on 
the nearby San Luis Mission site said a 
shopping center on the property would 
destroy their chances of working in the 
area. Florida State University 
archeolii^'i-i C'ln Dnriin told the 
commission that they had already found 
remnants of a Spanish misnw <m ^» 
property. 

"What we have on that property is a 
non'zeMwable resource," Ooran said. 
"What we would be doing is reimmng ^Is 

historical materi.il frnm inir reach." 

Others. including County 
Commissioner Bob Henderson, pointed 
out that there are numerous vacant store 
spaces jus^ ,%c|-qss Ocala Road in 'a^^ 
strip naall where Winn Dixie used to £e ' 
located. 

"Just because we have a thoroughfare 



doesn't mean that every inch of it has to 
be commercialized." Henderson said 

In what some commissumers said 
sounded like a threat, developer John 
Maurin said if the city did not approve the 
s>ning request he would not honor any 
previous agreements about height and 
setback requirements and driveway 
restrictions 

But Ccinimissioner Frank Visconti 
cautioned him that such behavior would 
not be smiled upon in Florida's capital 
city. 

"If you h^ W divekq> in Tallahassee, 
I would urge you not to take those things 
away," Visconti said. 



The city commission also decided that 
it would agree with the county 
commission's choice of which group 

should be designated as the "Local 
Planning Agency" responsible for 
preparation of the Comprehensive Plan, 
how many people should be in that group 
and how it should be selected. 

At Tuesday's meeting of the Leon 
County Comnussion, it was decided the 
state-mandated phinniriLt Jiii nry should 
be an independent buds .ind not the 
Tallaha-.x-e Leon County Plannini;

"Star Wars," says Montana Rep Pat Willla^l^. i> .Anu rica's pt-t 
rock. It may make us feel good, but its only value is to those who 
are selling it." 

Tho Di'mocratK' nm^,'ii'.ssnian's words were not said entiri-ly in 
vain Tuesday when the House of Representatives voted to cut 
funding for the Strategic Defense Initiative better known as Star 
Wars— down to $:! 1 billion for the upcoming fiscal year. Though 
it's still a hefty sum that could be better spent elsewhere, it is 
considerably less than the $.5.7 billion requested by the pn sidciii 
Spurned too was an early SDI deployment proposal, put forth by 
supplv side guru and darling of the far right. Rep. Jack Kemp 
(R-N.Y.i. 

Needless to say, Reagan threatened to veto the Pentagon bill to 
which the measures are attached. Much to the dismay of more 
pragmatic Democrats on Capitol Mill. Reagan wants to keep 
hawking his multi-billion pet rock to the .Xmernan people. 

The battle for Star Wars, however, goes beyond a Tiscal fight. 
What's also at issue now is the implication Reagan's SDI has for 
the existing framework for nuclear arms control, especially the 
Anti-Ballistic Missile (ABMi Treaty of 1972, which, as an adjunct 
to SALT II, bans the development of anti ballistic missile defense 
systems. 

Few would argue that Star Wars technology is illegal under the 
terms of that treaty, but the admini.stralion, fueled by right wing 
idealogues like Paul Nitze, would like Congress to bypass 
altogether by adopting a "broader interpretation" of the language. 
Under the administration's view, the Defense Department has 
already begun contemplating new tests in space, specifically 
prohibited by the ABM treaty. 

The Reagan administration's underhanded tactics have an^red 
members of Congress, even conservative Sen. Sam Nunn (D-Ga.l, 
the chairman of the Senate's Armed Services Committee. Saying 
that "U.S. credibility is at stake," Nunn w ants a defense bill on 
the Senate floor to contain a provision forcing the administration 
to get Congressional permission before accepting the more 
ambiguous interpretation of the ABM Treaty. 

"We are on a slippery slope here," Nunn said Wednesday. 
"Someone had better start thinking about where we're going ... as 
far as whether America's word can be taken when we enter into 
an obligation." 

A raging debate has transpired where there really is no place 
for one. Crucial for negotiating arms control, the ABM Treaty is 
quite simple. It allows the two superpowers to produce only 
offensive nuclear missiles ,uul bars each side from cieating 
defensive weapons capable of neutralizmg the other's arsenal. If 
implemented, Star Wars would, in effect, give the U.S. nuclear 
superimity and first-strike capability 

The administration would like us to believe that Soviet adherence 
to the treaty is questionable, reasoning that if the Soviets can't 
keep their word, then why should we? With that convoluted logic, 
Reagan has successfully blocked aji^ arms agreements for six-and- 
a-half years, killing SALT II and now threatening the ABM Treaty. 

Fortunately, people on Capitol Hill like Nunn recognize the 
danger in that line of thinking. The possible abrogation of a 
settlement certainly doesn't call for its repudiation If anvthing, 
it should prompt the administration to be more adamant in 
insisting on its enforcement. In its jab against Star Wars this 
week, the House, at least, has taken the first step towards that 
epforcement. Hopefully, the Senate will do the same when it 
c^nncters companion aveasuFm.

FSU phone-in registration 
comes off with few hitches

If you resisU'red fur sunimcr ehisst-s 
between April 20 usmj; Florida Stittf 
University's experimental telephone 
registration system, chances are you 
didn't have any problems— once you got 

the busy signals. 
According to University Ri'gi>tr^u Max 
Carraway, the registriUion fxpirinicnt 
was actiiallv a big suacss, and the lew 
shortcomings of the new system will be 
erased in time for fall registration, which 
Carraway says is "going on as planned, 
starting the first of June." 

Of the 6,925 stiidonts who prercgisten'd 
at the Tallaha.ssee Leon County Civic 
Center in March for summer courses— and 
who were thus eligible to participate in 
telephone registration-5,685 did dial in. 

In a brief survey, 279 of the students 
who phone-registered were asked to 
evaluate the new system. These stud< ni- 
each rated telephone registration on a 
.Hcali- oldnc I very poori to Tive (very good). 
According to Carraway, 111 students 
^ve telephone registration a five, 104 
gave it a four, 29 gave it a three, 13 gave 
it a two, and 14 gave it a one. 

Carraway said all but two of the 14 
students who gave telephone registration 
the lowest possible ranking explained 
that they did so because they faced 
constant busy signals as they attempted 
to register via telephone. 

Several students echoed that complaint. 
Undergraduate Amy Morris, for instance, 
said it took her "forty minutes pressing 
the re-dial on my phone to get through. 
I really must have called about 120 times. 
It would've taken me much less time to 
register the old way." 

Carraway said that beginning in the 
fell, this problem should be alleviated 
becausethere will bes|«'Ciru appointment 
tinier during which students mav 
register, whereas summer telephone 
registration was run on a simple first- 
come, first-served basis. 

Upper-division students who 
complained that thcv lost their scheduling 
priority over underi lassmen w ith .summer 
telephone .egistration will regain their 
priority in the fall. Seniors and juniors

will have earlier phone in appointment 
times than underclassmen, Carraway 
said. 

Carraway added that freshmen and 
sophomores registering for basic courses 
in English, math and history will also 
benefit from an improvement in the phone 

system. 

"If the si'ition the student requests is 
full, but there's another section meeting 
at the same time, telephone registration 
will have a mechanism where the voice 
comes in and says, 'Section so-and-so, 
meeting at the same time, is available," 
Carroway said. 

Carraway also said that in tlie futuri- 
the regi.strar's office will publicize li.stsof 
course .sections that are already closed so 
Students won't have to do so much 
hunting for classes. 

"The system works, and there are no 
bugs in it," Carraway said. He points as 
evidence to this summer's drop and add 
session, which was much lighter than 
previous ones, probably thanks to the new 
phone system.

North's secretary. Fawn Hall, has told 
investigators that on the night of Nov 2 1 , 
she and North fed into shredding 
machines documents on the White House 
role in the arms sales to Iran and the 
diversion to the contras.

McFarlane: "No sir, I didn't, but I think 
it is worth noting at least that if his 
reason for saying that to me was his sense 
of obligation me, to protect me, for me to 
disiirm him of notion he had to protect me, 
might have eliminated that impulse." 

After the hearing recessed for the day, 
Mitchell said, "I did not suggest the Mr. 
McFarlane was himself involved in the 
otetruction of justice. My question was 
what he felt the duty of a citizen to be on 
hearing the possibility that a crime may 
be about to occur. X believe it is not 
acceptable to m<^y do nothing," 
Mitchell said.

If there IS a dance that manifi"itN India's long and diverse 
history, it is Kathak. one of that l ountrv 's four leading dance 
styles. Even the costume worn In Kathak (iam i r^ mrluding 
long colorful trousers, a full-skirted coat and a round Persian- 
style cap — is a constant reminder of the numerous foreign 
invasions, and especially of India's Mughal conquerers. And 
unlike some strictly dev(Aional forms of Indian classical dance, 
Kdiliak never goes beyond the realm of pure entertainment. 

Tailahasseeans can indulge themselves in that 
entertainment this Friday when Kathak danseuese Maneesha 
Sathe performs at Florida State University. Sathe, who teaches 
Kathak in Pune, India, is currently touring the United States. 
Her perfcHrmance will lead off an evening ot ItMlian dance that's 
scheduled to switch gears in the mi^le, diifting from the raurt 
dance par excrllancf to t he dances of the peasantry. Friday's 
show will close with a series of festive traditional folk dances. 

Till- leading' dance art of North India, Kathak wa.s originally 
perlbrmed solely by men. It requires the dancer to synchronize 
intricate and rapid foot movement with rhythyms. The dance 
combines a series tt nritta numbers, incorporating breath- 
taking turns and jumps with short mimed passages known as 
Gat-bhai 

Kathak which literally means "narrator'-reincarnatesthe 
bygone days of India's kings and princes and their vibrant 
courts. Each dance puts the audience in the latticed balconies, 
sparkling white marble corridors and jewelled meeting halls 
of India's past.

In thi' world of politics, the pen h.is often 
proven mightier than the politician- 
witness the Gary Hart fiasco.

Political cartooning, describid a-- "the 
bastard child of art and journalism by .S7 
Pfli rshiirf; Time, Cart(Mmist Clay Bennett, 
is the subject of an exhibition now on 
display at the Museum of Florida History 
The exhibit, which looks at the history of 
political cartooning in Florida, and through 



the work of 10 syndicated, daily Florida 
cartoonists, goes a long way toward 
explaining why funny little pictures so 
effectively capture the public's attention. 

"The show challenges the visitor to make 
his or her o« n opinion as to the importance 
of the cartoons," said Museum Chief

Florida State to plan film program

It appears to be lights, camera, action for a new film 
school at Florida State University. 

The Board of Regents gave the university permission 
Friday to plan a new l)aclielor's degree program m 
motion picture, television and recording arts. However, 
the BOR must approve the program before the cameras 
start rolling. 

Theodore Clevenger, dean of the FSU College of 
Communication, said the first freshmen motion picture 
majors could be admitted as early as next semester. 

"NW^eteen planning this particular program for over 
a ye.lf," Clevenger .said "If it is approved, we would have 
no problem admitting a freshman class this fall" 

Clevenger said FSU has not yet been decided whether 
the program would be a department, a school or an 
interdisciplinary program. 

The estimated cost for implementing the film program 
for the 1987 H8 school year is $175,001), according to BOR 
officials. That figure would rise to $260,000 m 1988 89, 
and level off to $250,000 in subsequent years. 

MMt of the costs incurred during the first several years 
would be for the purchase of expensive equipment. That 
makes the estimated cost per student— more than 
$2,700— about twice as much as the typical academic 
program. Clevenger saiil 

Although only 64 students are expected to participate 
in the program during the first year, enrollment is 
expected to rise to a maximum of 122 over the next {m% i 
years. ^ - 

The seed for the new school car^e from the state 
Legislature, which put together a committee last year 
to study the need for a film .school in the state The 
committee recommended that a film program l)e started 



at FSr 

Florida is currently the third leading state in film 
production, faUing behind California and New York Last 
year, films such as Something Wild and television 
programs like Miami Vice, as well as numerous 
leli vision commercials and music videos were produced 
in the sunshine state. 

But Department of Conimen . ii ikesman Ralph 
Marcucci said the $200 million spent in Florida last year 
in the production of movies and television programs still 
does not compare to the $4 billion the motion picture 
industry pumped into California in 1986. 

BOR spokesman Pat Riordan said having people 
trained in movie and television production would 
encourage producers to do more projects in Florida. 

"We need to grow our own technicians, artists and 
construction people," Riordan said. 

FSU officials had hoped for the new program's approval 
last month, but some regenU had argued then for its 
implementation at another state university. 

At an earlier BOR meeting. Chairman Terrell Sessums 
said that since most film studios are located in other 
areas (if Flni ida particulariN Orlando and Miami— the 
new program should be implemented in the University 
of Central Florida or the University of South Florida. 

But Clevenger said FSU would be the best place to 
start the new program because of its excellent theater, 
communication and visual arts programs, as well as the 
Asolo State Theater in Sarasota. It also has good 
programs in business, accounting and computers, which 
are also important to the film industry, Clevenger said. 

FSU has produced a number of well-known performers 
from these programs over the years, including Burt 
Reynolds, Robert Urich and Pee Wee Herman.

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Activists plan to sound off 
over coastal drilling proposal

A new Department of Interior oil 
leasing plan for Fhirida enastal waters 
mav hi' \\u]-.-f than any envirnmiirntal 
blunder committed by the unpopular 
iornii r .Secretary James Watt, according 
to at least one state environmental 
lobbyist.

Public Interest Research Group fFPIRG), 
an environmental lobby and consumer 
protection group. "It '.pens up areas much 
claser to the Everuladi s and the Florida 
Keys than (former secretary i James Watt 
ever proposed " 

FI^1K(; is not alone m its crjtici.sm of 
Interior's new five year Outer 
Continental Shelf Oil and Gas Leasing 
Program that targets sites from Pensacola 
to the Keys and Dry Tortu^as lor 
exploration. Members of (Jreenpeace. an 
international direct act ion cnvirinimeiital 
organization, will join FI'IRG at a public 
he.inn^,' tonight to protest Interior 
Secretary Donald Hodel's plan. Their 
opposition has garnered support from the 
state's entire <x>ngres8ional delegation as 
well. 

Florida Contjressnian Hill Grant (D- 
Madisonl described the plan's intention to 
allow offshore drilling in waters south of 
6t. George Island west to Panama City 
and in the Florida Middle Grounds Reef, 
a sensitive breeding ground, as "a 
dangerous environmental mistake that 
shows iiisens It ivity to the character of the 
Florida coastline." 

But Bob Walker, spokesperson for the 
Interior Department, says there's no need 
for alarm. 

"The five-year plan is just a schedule of 
when we will hold lease sales to various 
companies," Walker said, adding that 
protective boundaries must remain a- 
negotiable aspect of each sale. "Even if an 
area (environmentalists) want excluded is 



included in the plan, that doesn't mean 
that they won't have an opportunity to 
have the area excluded later." 

Although tonight's meeting is being 
hi'ld primarily to discuss the first Gulf of 
Mexico area to be leased for oil and gas 
drilling, FPIRG and Greenpeace are 
asking citizens to come out ami "take this 
opportunity to express their outrage and 
concern with the entire program," said 
Susan Berryman. FPIKG's oflshore oil 
leasing campaign director. 

"It's really important for the public to 
turn out in numbers for this event," she 
said. "If they don't, the Department of 
Interior takes it upon it.self to think that 
nobody in the state care.s about thi- i>sue 
and that's definitely not the idea we want 
to get across Hut if 100 or more people 
show up, that definitely tells them 
something." 

Berryman noted that FPIRG is pleased 
with Interior's recent agreement to 
include a protective biifl'er zone around a 
portion of the environmentally sensitive 
.Apalachicola Bay lor the first lea.se .sale 
But she said FPIRG also considers the 
concession a tactical "smokescreen." 

"They are offering some protection for 
this one lease sale, and that's gmid and 
not so g(M«l," Berryman said People could 
be lured into a lalse sen.se ot security, she 
said, believing the Florida coast will be 
protected for the next five years while in 
reality the protective buffers will have to 
be renegotiated with each new lease sale. 

FPIRG continues to fight for a 
(X'rmanent :I0 mile bulTer along theenlire 
Florida coastline for the next five years 
Greenpeace, however, is advocating a 
50-mile buffer along the Florida coast 
with an additional bufi'er of 30 miles 
around the Florida Middle Ground.

Following the murder of Benjamin Linder, hi.s family and IricndH 
may find it impossible to come to terms with their government. 
Irap(»8ible because the governmemt used its money to kill 
Benjamin Linder. 

Linder was an .\niiTi(an mechanical en^jineer who, after 
graduating from college, dedicated his talents to helping 
Nicaraguans to build a hydroelectric dam. By all accounts, he was 
a compassionate man whose mission was a humanitarian one-to 
help others live a better life. But Linder and his crew were 
ambushed by a band of United States-supplied contras. Linder's 
father, a retired pathologist, testified at a congressional hearing 
last Wednesday that his son's brains were blown out at point-blank 
range as he lay wounded from a grenade blast 

In a dazzling show of audacity at that same hearing, U.S. Rep. 
Connie Mack (R-Fla.) admonished Linder's mother for using her 
"grief to politicize this situation." 

This is typical of the administration's approach to Central 
American policy. But precisely the opposite of Mack's vacant 
remarks are true— Linder's death should be used to politicize the 
situation simply because it helps to bring the war home. An illegal 
war that the Reagan administration has initiated and continued 
to wage, much of it behind the American peoples' backs. What 
Mack and administration officials fail to realize is the grim truth 
represented by the niurdor of an American with American money 
and weapons. Attributing Linder's death to his poor judgment 
conveniently dismisses the desire of Mack and others to disregard 
the will and welfare of the American people in favor ctf a misguided 
policy. 

The Iran-contra scandal is ample proof how wrongheaded our 
leaders' thinking is when it comes to Central America. They are 
willing to put their political futures on the line in order to help 
a hand of mercenaries rape, torture and murder innocent 
Nicaraguans and are willing to look the other way when one of 
their countrymen is brutally murdered. 

Perhaps Linder's death will not be in vain, however. Because of 
the publicity surrounding his murder, more and more Americans 
are coming to the realization that they cannot give their leaders 
carte blanche when it comes to foreign policy.

survey, your answer is yes. 

My commentary here is not to debate whether

According to a survey of 901 Florida residents 
conducted by Susan Losh H«»lebart, "three- 
fourths of Floridians want the biblical creation 
story taught in school" "7fi percent want science 
classes to teach some form of bibical creation."

My quMtion is where did this person gather her 
information and how did the Flambeau, without 
further investigation, allow these general 
statements to be printed'' .^s a past .student of 
stati.stics, it is embedded within us that to 
perform any survey, one needs to be sure and 
mention your sources, how you gathered your 
information, and how the survey was performed 
(ie. by mail, phone, etc.). Three very simple steps 
which not only help the reader understand these 
measurements more accurately but also helps to 
place this information in its proper cimtext. 

If I were to conduct a survey such as Losh 
Hesselbart has, I could say that out of the 10 
people I polled 53 percent believe that the Bible 
should be taught at home or at the families place 
of worship and not in public schools. 37 percent 
believe that new scientific theories of evolution 
should be taught with the Bible's story and 3 
percent believed in astrology. 

Though these figures are hypothetical they 
should be just as well accepted as Losh 
Hesselbart's are and the Flambeau should print 
this hypothetical survey, minus its necessary 
information, as they did hers My p<iint simply 
is, as a university newspaper, the Flambeau 
should set an example of proper journalism. If I 
wanted flashy headlines I could pick up the 
Miami Herald and if I wanted surveys with no 
background information, I could read the 
National Enquirer. Let the Florida State 
L'niversity Flambeau set an example to everyone 
el.se and show what true journalism really is.

Tallahassee. Stallworth, who was 
estranged from her husband, was 
reportedly involved with Malone at the 
time of thf shootinKs 

According to sheriffs spokesman Dick 
Simpson, the killings occurred sometime 
between 9 Tuesday night and noon 
Wednesday when the bodies were 
discovered. The house showed no signs of 
forced entry. 

Stallworth's sons were placed in the 
care of their natural father, Randall 
Stallworth, after they were returned from 
Mississippi, Simpson said. Stallworth 



could not be reached for comment Sunday 
The probable cause affidavit issued by 
Leon County Sheriffs Detective John 
Livings cited m the May 16 Tallahassee 
Democrat stated Stallworth's "lack of 
responBibility" had caused the Fosters to 
seek guardianship of the children to 
which Stallworth was violently oppo.sed. 
The Fosters said they were concerned 
about the care of their grandchildren, who 
they said were in poor health. Neighbors 
reported that Stallworth had threatened 
to kill her parents before she would let 
them have custody of the children 
Malone also made similar threats, 
according to the newspaper 

Both are being held without bond and 
charged with two counts of first-degree 
murder, Simpson said.

Reagan vows to keep oil lanes open

WASHINCTON -Prcsuicnl R. a 
protect Persian Oulf oil lanes despite a lo.ss ol American 
lives, decried the attat k on the USS Stark Monday and 
ordered U.S. ships to fire at Iranian or Iraqi aircraft 
bhowing hostile intent. 

Reagan placed U.S. forces in the gulf on a higher state 
of alert as the White House demanded an apology and 
reparations from Iraij for the missile attack Sunday that 
killed 28 Ameruans aboard the Stark, a guided missile 
frigate. 

The move was announced after an urgent 75 minute 
White House meeting where Reagan and a team of senior 
national s«:urity advisers discussed the first spillover of 
violence from the Iran-Iraq war to U.S. forces in the region. 

In a written statement. White House spokesman Marlin 
Fitzwater said, "aircraft of either count rv flying in a 



pattern which indicates hostile intent will be fired upon, 
unless they provide adequate notification of their 
intentions " 

Pentagon spokesman Robert Sims said the change does 
not mean an enlarged U S. force in the gulf, but "an 
increased !;eadines8" to deal with the kind of threat that 
"proved to be a hostile one" in the case of the Stark. 

A similar showing of apparent or even inadvertent 
hostility by Iraqi or Iranian warplanes "would not be 
tolerated," he said 

Despite the high death toll-the attack was the deadliest 
on a U.S. ship in 20 years— the initial U.S. reaction was 
restrained, reflecting a tentative conclusion the missile 
strike against the Stark was "inadvertent." 

However, a late aflernoon White House demand for "an 
apology and compensation" escalated the pressure on Iraq

Judge gives group 
permission to build 
homes for retarded

A Leon County judge has given the I.eon Assf)ciation for 
Retarded Citizen.s the green light to build tw(j group homes 
in Clifford Hills, despite months of legal wrangling bv 
residents of the rural Leon County area to keep out the 
residential centers for retarded adults. 

"I have decided in favor of the county and the Leon 
Association for Retarded Citizens," Circuit Court Judge 
Charles Miner confirmed in a telephone interview Monday 

The attorney for Clifford Hills, however, has vowed to 
appeal the decision. 

In January several Clifford Hills residents filed a com-, 
plaint in Leon County Circuit Cuai t asking the court not 
to imxe a building peraut to LARC. The resitents contended 
that the two large group homes would be out of character 
with the rest of the established Clifford Hills community. 

LARC contended that the group honu's were legally 
designed to be built m an area zoned agricultural like the 
northeast Leon County community. The homes will provide 
shelter for 19 moderately to severely retarded men and 
women aged 22 to 48. 

Linton said LARC intends to refinance the group home 
project and begin construction of the homra as soon as 
possible. 

"How fast we can move now depends on the bank," Linton 
said. 'To my knowledge, we can go ahead and pull the 
building permit as soon as we're ready to build." 

Clifford Hills' attorney Fred Flowers said he has yet to 
receive ofHcial word of the judge's ruling, 

"If in fact the judge should rule again.st my clients we will 
file an appeal," Flowers said. "This is a community that's 
been in existence close to 100 years. It's single family in 
character. To allow high density family houses— as the 
group homes that LARC would build— would be 
unequivocally in violation of the adopted comprehensive 
plan which calls for low density residential housing, as in 
the Clifford Hills community" 

Flowers said he couldn't comment on when the appeal 
would be filed until he receives the final written order from 

the court. 



Former Rattler hopes N FL halo fits

When Gene Atkins left the playing 
surface of Albany, Georgia's Hugh Mills 
Field on Oct. 5, 1985, hiS football career 
looked like it was in jeopardy.

"I wanted to get back real bad," Atkins 
said "It was tough for me to sit on the 
bench and some people thought 1 might 
never play again. But I just took it one 
game at a time." 

Atkins was able to fight back into the 
lineup for a stellar senior year. The 
Tallahassee Rickards High graduate 
turned .some pro scouts' heads in 1986, and 
was picked by the New Orleans Saints in 
the seventh round. 

Now all Atkins has to worry about is 
whether he will be able to hit on all eight 
cylindeES in the pro ranks. But fcv a player 
once threatened with a career-ending 
injury, the phone call oa draft day itself is 
a tremendous thrill.

Calling Tallahasseeans to join hands to end hunger, 
hotnelessness and the twin phitiucs nf pnvcrtv and 
racism, a spokesman for a (.•(lalitiiin of' civil rights and 
human advocacy groups F'iirnd.i ( 'ont'i rcncc on the 
Poor -announced the Poor People's March Against 
Poverty at a news conference Monday. 

"The State of Florida must explain to the world why 
it ranks last in its per capita spending of needs for the 
poor," said Rev. Reesce Joyner, one of two march 
coordinators. "We challenge state leadership from all 
communities small and lar^e, rich and poor, hiack and 
white to weave a tighter web, so that impoverished 
peoples will not fall deeper into the pits of sdcio-economic 
nothingness." 

The activist said the inarch, which begins at noon 
Wednesday from the C.K. Steele Taltran Pla2a, will focus 
on seven areas of critical concern for poor people— 
hungi 1 , lu'.iilli ( arc, housing homelcssnr---, education, 
substance abu.se, economic improvement and economic 
development. The marchers will go up Tennes.see Street 
to Monroe Street and to the Old Capitol where a rally 
will be held. 

Joyner was joined at the podium by conference 
members and representatives of the local National 
Association for Colored People and P'lorida Low Income 
Housing Coalition. Not present, but offering support are 
the Tallahassee Jobs with Peace Campaign, the Inter- 
Civic Council of the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference, the Feminist Women's Health Center and 
the Rainbow Coalition. 

Coordinator Joseph Webster saM politicians aren't 
addressing basic priorities of the poor. 




"Florida has moral decisions to make," said the 

physician "What's more important-saving manatees, 

for example, or providing a 
child with a decent educa 
tion and food'.' If saving 
manatees and children's 
interests are deemed im- 
portant then ofHcials must 
raise revenues to respond 
to these needs." 

Florida A&M University

Working on tips from paid informants, Tallahassee 
police arrested two people for possession of crack cocaine 
in the Frenchtown area Sunday night, according to police 
spokesman Scott Hunt 

The first arrest (H curred at 6 p m. after informants told 
police they knew of a woman carrying a large amount 
erf' crack. Police moved in and arrested 25 year-old Sharon 
D. Ervin on the 400 block of N. Macomb Street. Hunt 
said a female ofTicer frisked the suspect and found $1,120 
worth of crack hidden in a plastic bag in her underwear. 
Ervin gave no address to police She was charged with 
possession of cocaine with intent to sell and booked into 
Leon County Jail without bond 



Three hours later, police were told by informants that 
a man in United States Marine Corps dress blues was 
selling crack on the same Frenchtown block, Hunt said. 

"He wasn't hard to find, obviously," he said. 

Police moved m and arrested Albert Barber, Jr , 24, 
of Belle Ulade, who w as in possession of $400 worth of 
crack and $363 in cash. Barber, a former U S. Marine, 
was charged with possession of cocaine with intent to 
sell and booked into Leon County Jail on $35,000 bond. 

Hunt said the arrests were "pretty routine" with the 
dealers selling bigger rocks of cocaine called "halves" 
at $F-)0 apiece When crack started appearing in 
Tallahassee about a year ago, it was sold on the street 
in small chunks costing about $10 to $15 dollars.

Environmentalists protest 
offering of Gulf oil leases

The first public hearing on a 66 million 
acre Gulf of Mexico oil lease offering 
Monday drew protests from state officials 
and environmentalists, including a pair 
of protestors who mounted a huge banner 
across the building housing the hearing 

Greenpeace activists used a ladder to 
get onto ai low roof of the Haydon Burns 
Building, home of the Department of 
Transportation. They pulled the ladders 
up after them so they could not be 
stopped, then mounted a 30' by 15' banner 
urging that. 'Florida-Just say no! Oil 
and Water don't mix!" 

"The point is to bring public attention 
to the hearing and to what the 
Department of the Interior is doing, which 
is offering 66 million acres in one sale to 
the oil industry," said Greenpeace 
spokeswdinai) Lynn D.ividson. "It COuld 

destroy the environment and the economy 
of Plm-ida." 

But Department of the Interior 
spokeswoman Eileen Angelico said the 
lease offering presents no threat to thf 
environment. She noted that even alter 
a lease is purcha.sed, the oil company 
must pass the federal government's 
environmental permitting procera. 

"It's not like once you have the lease 
you can drill right away," Angelico said. 
"And wi' believe the acres that have been 
deferred are adequate for the 
environmentally sensitive areas."

Apalachicola Bay. 

"Secretary Model's five year plan is 
worse than anything Janus Watt ever 
dreamed of," said Susan Berryman, 
spokeswoman for the Florida Public 
Interest Re.search Group. "For the very 
first time, he is going into some of the 
most environmentally sensitive marine 
ecosystems in the United States, 
including off the Keys and the 
Apalachicola Bay " 

Berryman and Davidson said drilling 
dumps toxic waste and by-products into 
the ocean, wastes that can get into the 
food chain and destroy fish, sea birds, 
dolphins and whales 

Hodel's offering is also oppo.scd by (!ov. 
Bob Martinez and the entire Florida 
Congressional delegation But unless 
Congre.ss modifies or rejects the plan, it 
would go into effect on June 26. 

The proposed leasing plan would allow 
drilling within three miles of the Atlantic 
Coast ot the Keys, and within 10 miles of 
the (iull coast from Franklin County's 
Apalachicola Bay, one of the state's most 
productive seafood-producing areas.

In too many political circles, talk of Jesse Jackson's presidential 
candidacy normally boils down to one thing: Jackson's good, but 
thv ( fui nt r> just isn't ready for a black president let alone one with 
a progressive agenda. 

They dismiss him as a moralistic preacher, the "conscience of 
the party," an ethnic candidate capable only of capturing votes in 
the black community. 

They are vvron^,'. 

In the wake of Gary Ha.'"t's abrupt departure from the 1988 race, 
every major poll shows that Jackson is the leading Democratic 
candidate. Like it or not. Hart has left Jackson as th<' frf)ntrunner; 
the only man with prior presidential campaigning experience, 
name recognition and popular support. Unlike other Democratic 
candidates whose campaign rhetoric is little more than sugar- 
coated Reaganism, Jackson's proposes real change. His consistently 
anti-interventionist foreign policy goes hand in hand with his desire 
to make the social system a more equitable one— to put an end to 
human exploitation at home and abroad. That philosophy has 
reinforced Jackson's support from blacks and also earned him a 
favorable status from Americans deeply hurt by seven years of 
Reaganomics. 

Jackson has the ability to carry not only the southern vote- 
where he took four states in the 1984 primaries and now leads in 
the polls with 22 to 24 perccnt^but a lai ^'e share of the vote in 
northern urban centers and the farmbelt, where he has campaigned 
on behalf of the nation's troubled farmers. At the very least, 
Jackson can poll cnoiij,'!) dele^'ates to have a strong and necessary 
influence on the Democratic Party's nomination. 

Other Democratic presidential hopefuls can't even begin to lay 
claim to the strong political base Jackson has, hut, barring a few 
exceptions, the media has made Jackson the invisible man. Given 
the 1 1 vil rights activist's commitment and years of experience, it 
would seem ludicrous to even speak of a more serious contender 
for the Democratic nomination. Yet, in the barrage of 
commentaries and analy.ses following; Hart's withdrawal. Jackson's 
name is profoundly absent. All ol a sudden, Joseph Biden and 
Richard Gephardt have become the pride of the Democratic Party, 
while more obscure politicos like Michael Dukakis have been 
bestowed with instant celebrity status. 

Regardless of press attention— Jackson may again have to rescue 
a downed American airman from the Middle East to make 
headlines— anyone who ignores this historic candidacy simply isn't 
much ofa political analyst. Were it not for America's brutal legacy 
of slavery and racial prejudice, Jackson could be elected president 
today. But his agenda goes far beyond the White House doorstep, 
and the Rainbow Coalition's work will continue long after Super 
Tuesday 1988 is hi.story. 

If winning, as Jackson has always said, is measured by how far 
you've gone and not where you end up, then Jesse Jackson has 
already won the race.

MANACil; A Iran I'dnlragate scandal has ils 
roots within the American power structure and. 
contrary to what most think, owes more to 
contradictions within American domestic politics 
than foreign policy. 

My own hypothesis is that the crisis is the 
result nf internal fisjhts within moneyed 
American interests .Some of those interests 
believe the Reagan Doclrini' In the Third World 
and "Reaganomics" are reaching their end, and 
in the process threatening to set off both 
expensive and unmanageable conflicts. 

Many maintain that it is impossible to bear the 
budgetary dellcit for much longer Nor can the 
U.S continue with a military budget of $liO() 
billion designed to finance an arms race w ilh the 
Soviet Union, deployment of Star Wars, and a 
military that can intervene rapidly in Third 
World "regional conflicts." 

These interests also realize it is impossible to 
maintain an econoniv w ith a rismg trade deficit 
who.se only del'en.se i.s protectionism 
Protectionism, they argue, will provoke an 
intercapitalist economic war. What is required 
instead is a new economic policy that is less 
antagonistic and more trilateral— involving 
cooperation and compromise with Europe, Japan, 
and the emerging powers nf the Third World 

Moreover, ihey view the existing ideological 
antagonism with the Soviet Union as detrimental 
to the interests of corporate U.S. capital. 

These are the interests that, not only within the 
establishment but also within the current 
administration, have permitted and indeed are 
encouraging Contragate For the most part, ihi v 
favor economic policies based on trilateralism, 
much like those Carter maintained a decade ago. 

In this sense, Contragate can be interpreted as 
the resurgence of Eastern liberal capital 
traditi(mally identified with the Democratic 
party, over and above the "new rich of the 
Sunbelt whose interests and id«>logies have held 
sway since 1980 

These "new rich, " loyal believers in the magic 
of the marketplace, share a general 
disillusionment with Washington and state 
power. But ideologically, they lielimg to the New 
Right, an informal coalition consohdated around 
a sense nt historic mission, rightwing fervor, 
militaristic nationalism, and fundamentalism. 
Although less extremist than in earlier years, 
they represent the same faction of American 
capitaA that dominated the preMency of Richard 
Nixon. '

It was Watergate that permitted old Eastern 
corporate capital to retake power and continue 

trilateral policies But the weakness, confusion 
and vacillations in Carter's policies made it 
possible for Reagan to glue together a coalition 
of disaffected Democrats and neo conservatives 
to reclaim their position and create what many 
believe has been the most powerful presidency 
in the history of the United States. Its ideological 
goals have provoked a virtual realignment of the 
powerful elites of American society. 

Anti communism became this coalition's major 
vehicle, which they gradually converted into a 
force supposedly representing the most noble 
instincts of the United States, in contrast to the 
"Evil Kmpire." 

With the eiithiwiast ic .-upport of Kiigl.ind'^ 
Margaret Thatcher, they were able to elevate 
themselves intti a "Conservative International" 
which has already had a strong impact in Europe, 
including intellectuals, politicians, and even the 
Church and unions. 

However, within the economic sphere, 
Reaganomics provoked contradictions that, with 
less than two years left in Reagan's term, the 
Eastern moneyed interests have deliberately 
accelerated. Their aim has been to block the 
Sunbelt right wing from rea^mbling for the 
1988 elections 

Contragate must be understood as the outcome 
of this power struggle whose goal is to destabilize 
the counter establishment of the right. 

But its significance goes further than that. 
Contragate has helped expose the great lie. In 
Nicaragua, the United States is fighting neither 
terrorism nor the exportation of revolutidn nor 
even communism .'\s in Central .■\nierica. Libya, 
the Mideast and possibly in a short time in the 
Philippines and Haiti, the United States fights 
to preserve hegemon> and control for which it has 
neither the material nor the political base. 

Contragate makes possible the start of a 
different ideological offensive on the great themes 
t hat are going to define t he last decade of the 20th

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Martinez to Legislature: It could be a long summer

Gov. Bob Martinez Monday named prison funding and 
the use of lottery proceeds as his top two points of 
disagreement with the budget plans under consideration 
by the Legislature. 

Martinez suggested he might call legislators back into 
special session if they do not pass a prison construction 
budget tu his liking. 

"I am prepared to work with the House and Senate all 
summer on this issue if that's what it takes," Martinez 
said. "It could be a long summer." 

Martinez has proposed spending $636 million on prisons 
next year, includins $116 million on building new prisons 
and expanding old out s He also wants to spend $62 
million more in 1988 89. 

The Senate plan would spend $608 million on prisons, 
including $99 million on cnnrtruction and renovation. The 
House would spend $595 million, including $77 million 
on construction and renovation 

Neither the House nor Senate plans include money in 
the 1988-89 budget year 

Martinez said he wants the pri.son .system expanded to 
avoid exceeding a cap on the growing inmate population. 
If that cap is exceeded, the state will have to release 
prisoners before their terms expire. 

Martinez projected that his proposal would prevent any 
early prisoner releases, while both the Senate and Hou.se 
plans wiiiild ri'()iiire early releases by late 19HH 

Martioytid^o criticized the House plan to spend about 
$60 mMitSi of 'phantom" lottery revenue on educational

programs that would re-occur year after year. He fears the 
lottery will raise less money than is budgeted, and the 
state would still be committed to the expenditures. 

The lottery is expected to raise about $400 million a 
year. The House hudj,'rt imludes SH.'i-S million of'lotlery 
money this year, the Senate $87 million. Martinez' budget 
has no lottery money in it. 

Overall, Martinez said he was more pleased with the 
budget plan under consideration by the conservative- 
dominated Senate. The Senate plan calls for spending 
about $18.1 billion, Martinez about $18 2 and the House 
about $18 6 

"There is no doubt at this stage of the process the Senate 
is mate closely lined up with what we have recommended," 



Martinez said. 

Both the House and Senate budget plans passed then 
respective Appropriations committee last Thursday The 
two plans are expected to go before the full House and 
Senate on Wednesday. 

Martinez also said: 

• He supports the Senate plan to keep $300 million in 
the state rainy day " reserve fund. The House would keep 
$240 million in that fund. 

• He still intends to "resist" the House plan to spend 
about $20 million of state funds on the Surface Water 
Improvement and Management bill, a plan to study and 
implement ways to protect mayor bodies of surface water. 
Martinez said the major bodies had been studied enough, 
and that water management districts should be able to 
u.se the taxing power they already have to protect that 
water. 

• He was philt^phically opposed to the Galaxy proposal, 
a House plan that would for the first time allow off-site 
be'^ing on thoroughbred racing. Martinez said he was 
studying the proposal, and was not ready to say whether 
he would veto it 

• Automobile inspections will probably have to be re- 
instated to prevent tampering with air pnllut ion emission 
controls. But Martinez said thai re instatement might not 
be necessary this yeau", and that inspections should be 
more limited and convenient than in the past. 

• He continues to oppose a federal Department of 
Interior plan to offer offshore oil leases m more than 60 
million acres of the Gulf of Mexico, including land near 
(he Keys and Apalachicola Bay.

as Reagan sought to send a powerful warning to both sides 
in the long-running gulf war with the higher state of alert. 

In a letter addressed to Reagan and released by the Iraqi 
Embassy, Iraqi President Saddam Hussein expressed 
"deepest regret" for the loss of life and admitted Iraqi 
responsibility for what he termed "this unintentional 
incident." 

Hussein said Iraqi planes operating in the area "had no 
intention whatsoever" of .striking at targets belonging to 
any country other than Iran. His letter did not mention 
the U.S. demand for reparations for the victims and the 
ship. 

White House spokesman Marl in Fit/water confirmed the 
Htassein letter had been received and said: "We leel it does 
represent an apology, but does not speak to the issue of 
compensation." 

In public, Reagan was slow to point an angry finger of 
blame. 

Instead, he pledged the United States would reni.iin 
"deeply coinnutled to supporting the self defense of our 
friends in the gulf and to ensuring the free flow of oil 
through the Strait of Hormuz." 

"The mission of the men of the USS S«ar*— safeguarding 
the interests of the United States and of the free world 
in the gulf— remains crucial to our national security and 
to the security of our friends throughout the world," he 
said. 

"The hazards to our men and wdinen m miform in the 
defense of freedom can never be understated, he added. 
"The officers and crew of the USS Stark deserve our 
highest admiration and appreciation." 

Reagan summoned his National Security Planning 
Group representing the Pentagon, .Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
State Department, CIA and other agencies- to as.sess the 
military and diplomatic consequences of the attack on the 
Stark as the administration declared its overall policy in 
the Persian Gulf to be unchanged for the moment. 

The Pentagon said two sea-skimming Exocet missiles 
from an Iraqi FVench built F l Mirage jet fighter slammed 
into the Stark late Sunday about 85 miles northeast of 
Bahrain in what was described as an apparent case of 
mistaken identity in thi Iran Iraq war, which has 
imperiled oil shipping in the gulf. 

The Stark vfas part of the U.S. Mideast Force, a small 
task force that maintains a symbolicU.S. naval presence 
in the gulf to Mn^erscore American prpmiaes^df ting back 
to the Carter administration to ensure the^free passage 
of oil through the strategic waterway.

Video fuzz 
almost always 
gets his man

Sally Smith beleves that Sundays are for 
rcstinK'. That's why she was more than a little 
surpri^pd wncn she opcm-d the diinr imi' iccenl 
Sabbath to find Jim Gamble, owner and founder 
of Video Checkers, who had come looking for her 
and three overdue rental video tapes. 

"I was shocked," Smith said. "My roommate 
and I are always talking about the 'video police' 
coming to get us. To be honest, we're not very 
f;o(id at taking tapes back on time 1 had no idea 
that It (the video police) was for real." 

Since February, Gamble has been retrieving 
overdue video tapes, players and cameras from 
"forgetful" customers. Smith— who asked that 
her real name not be used— had three movies out 
for 48 days The total fee was $286 plus the tapes 
had to be returned 

"I only charged her $100 and called it even," 
Gamble said. 

Since Gamble began Video Checkers he has 
collected over $10,000 in missing goods from all 
over North Florida For a metnbership fee and a 
percentage of all fines taken in. Gamble will 
chase down perpetrators for client sutecrtbing 
companies. 

The chief video checker gets between 150 and 
400 names a week, but saves most of his road 
work for Sunday, an excellent collection day 
because most people can be caught at home, he 

said. 

John Viele, who is in charge of delinquent 
accounts at Everything Video, believes Video 
Checkers is an invaluable service. He said that 
in the month (rf February alone, Gamble collected 
about $4,000 in bad checks, late fees, tapes and 
equipment 

"Video Checkers has gotten back just tons and 
tons of stuff we would never have gotten back in such a 
short period <rf time," Viele said. 

If Gamble can't find a video violator or has an 
uncocjperative customer, he will type the forms of arrest 
for the video stores. Fortunately, that doesn't happen very 
often. Gamble estimated he suoceMftdfy reives about 75 
percent of all of his cases. 

"Usually, all it takes is a visit from me People are 
scared of getting arrested. Sure they get ticked off, but 
I give them every opportunity to pay and surrender the 
equipment. My a>mpany is an investigative collection 
agency," 

For harder cases, however, the video stores turn things 
over to Investigator Seilina Porter of the Tallaha.ssee 
Police Department 

Porter said video violaUars come in two categories. First, 
there are those people who rent a few tapes and forget to 
return them. But forgetfulness is often not an excuse- 
failure to return rented equipment is petty theft which 
could result in a $500 fine and a year in jmH But Porter 
said most people pay restitution to the store and get some 
probation.

The second group fall.-- under the charj^ of grand theft, 
a felony. Porter said these people usually rent tapes and 
machines with the intent of selling them. 

Both Gamble and Porter Jiave a high recovery rate. 
Gamble credits his complex computer system which 
systematically sends out computer-typ^ letters to the 
viola* .rs. 

"Once .someone gets on niv i fitiiputer and then they are 
late on returning tapes, their names get put on a list that 
goes to all the video stores that subscribe with me," 
Gamble said. 

Everything Video's Viele finds the computer system 

most effective. 

"We don t rent to anybody on the list, so unless they 
clear up their situation, a lot of people who have bought 
VCRs won't be able to use them," he said. 

Porter and Gamble both agree that video violators are 
not subject to one particular socio-economic class. "We see 
them all," Porter said. "We get a general overview of all 
the cit izi lis of Tallahassee, from state worker to student." 

Some stores, however, have had a few problems with the 
FSU fake ID scam. In March of this year, FSU student 



Keith Housey made a series of fraudulent Florida driver's 

licenses which he sold to underage students. 

"Some students rented with the fake ID's and took off 
with machines and tapes," Porter said. "There is no way 
we can trace them." 

Most video vii.l.itiii ,, however, are guaranteed to get 
nabbed. Gamble and Porter agree that everyone can save 
themselves a lot of fines by turning tapes in on time. 

"Go see the movie in the theater for four dollars, or buy 
the video for 25 dollars. Rental stores are for renting, not 
for buying You'll save yourself some money if you have 
a hard time getting them in on time," Gamble said. 
Smith said won't be renting any more $100 movies. 
"Those were the most expensive movies I've ever 
watched. And the way they're making movies these days, 
it jtist wasn't worth it After I got over the shock, I thought, 
'boy, this guy's got his work cut out for him.' He showed 
me the list of people he had to call on. There were over 
200 names." 

"But at least I was in good company," Smith said. "My 
neighbor was on the list, too."

The golden atjc (if Chicago blut's is 30 years past. In 
the early 'SOs the all time greats-Muddy Waters, 
Howlin' Wolf, Little Walter, Sonny Boy Williamsori- 
gathered in Chicago and released side after side of classic 
blues music on the f'hess label Rr>ck ti' roll pretty much 
buried the golden age, but Chitago blues rolls on into 
the present with less familiar n; mes like Son Seals, 
Luther .Johnson, Lotinie Brooks and Koko Taylor 

Taylor's new live album, Lite Frimi Chuana. An 
Audience Wuh'the Queen, shows she has both f^t firmly 
planted in the blues tradition— not surprising considering 
she recorded two albums on the legendary Chess label 
in its twilight years. 

Taylor possesses a raspy v{)u e, preferring to moan and 
shout and holler, forfeiting slickness for the sake of raw 
emotive power. She compensates for her lack of range 
by reaching for upper register notes and then choking 
and gargling them long before she actually h its the pitch. 
The effect might grate on some listeners at rirsl, but it 's 
a trademark styling that grows on you with repeated 
listenin^js 

The power in her voice is nakedly evident on the 
album's soulful highlight, "I'd Rather Go Blind (Than 
Live Without You)." It's a slow-paced tear-jerker that 
recalls Otis Redding singing "Just One More Day," or 
Bessie Smith singing any one of her broken-hearted blues 
classics. 

Taylor also has the surprising ability to invert the 
usual male oriented blues devices and sing songs that 
rellet t feminist pride-a rare and wonderful thing in the 
blues. Witness the way she takes Muddy Waters' 
"Mannish Boy," a celebration of being an irresistible 
sexual stud, and turns it into the deflant "I'm a 




Woman"— it's an amazing- 
ly sure footed adaptation of 
a classic song, proof that 
Koko Taylor is an ex- 
cellent song stylist. 

But the album does have 
its flaws— Uie finale, a way 
overlong version of "Wang 
Dang Doodle" that at least 
the crowd seems to enjoy, 
is riddled with all the live 
album cliches that have 
become so tiresome: au- 
dience singalongs, endless 
jamming, egging on the Koko Taylor 
crowd to cheer louder. The band, so consistent for the 
rest of the LP. .sounds strangely flat on this one I'm sure 
that Howlin' Wolf who made the song indelibly his 25 
years ago, wouldn't like it either 

Koko s studio albums usually depend on stellar guest 
stars like Son Seals and James Cotton for the 
instrumental turns, but the band on Audience with the 
Queen proves they can hold their own even against that 
kind of company. On an extrenn-ly funky "Come to 
Mama, " which whould make Boh Seger cringe over his 
tepid version from N'tuht .\/(»i s. the band lays out an 
incredibly tough, pounding rhythm and Michael "Mr. 
Dynamite" King responds by ripping off a harsh yet 
melodic solo that rivals the best of the great Son Seals 
On most of the other songs the band is content to hang 
back and churn out an insistent rhythm, leaving the 
spotlight work to Kokfi and premier soloist King. 

Anyone who .saw Taylor in Ruby Diamond two years 
ago doesn't need to be convinced of the woman's ability. 
That night, her giant frame rovered in a huge, gloriously 
loud gown, gold tooth glittering in the spotlight, Koko 
Taylor proved that blues was still alive and kicking. This 
new album cements her case. 



Marvin Gaye's legend lives on for fans

Three years ago last month, on April 1, 1984, Marvin 
Gaye was shot and. killed by his father in what police 
euphemistically called a domestic argument. His death 
was grim and tragic. Gaye was a singer so compelling 
he caused basketball fans to clap in time to the national 
anthem when he ."iang at the 198.3 All-Star Game, so 
cffortle.ssly erotic t hat the number of .seductions set to 
his 1976 release / Want Yau is legion. 

Marvin Gaye's music rode transistor radio waves into 
the hearts and minds of kids growing up during the 
19508 and 1960s. This was an experimental generation— 
the first audience infused with TV values. Sixties 
children have a specific, communal language based on 
televised images as vi.sceral as .Jack Ruby murdering I>ee 
Harvey Oswald, or as seemingly trivial as the Beatles, 
the Supremes or the Rolling Stones performing on Ed 
Sullivan. 

Suddenly these people, now grown up, are sappy about 

the '60s They long for energy and simplicity— the early 
Beatles, tie-dyed clothes, Motown. The Gaye revival, part 
of the new nostalgia, began before his death when 
filmmaker Lawrence Kasdan. the genial genre reducer, 
copped Gaye's classic rendition of "I Heard It Through 
The Grapevine" as the snake's rattle signature for his 
improbable rads-turned-yups cast in The Big Chill. 
Today animated raisins sing "Grapevine" in TV

commercials. Cyndi Lauper, who looks to Louie 
Armstrong for musical inspiration, has issued a well- 
meaning but weak homage to Gaye's 1972 "What's 
Going On?" that's climbing the charts because today's 
kids don't remember the original. 

Thankfully, there is also Mulown's Tribute ta Man in 
Gaye, a Showtime special hosted by Smokey Robinson 
that airs this month and should be mandatory viewing 
for any Gaye fan. The tribute includes tapes of Gaye 
performing, interviews with Gaye, Berry Gordy and 
Gaye's wives, Anna Gordy Gaye and Jan Gaye. Not 
much is said about Gaye's tempestuous private life, but 
there is a spellbinding, but a'l to<i brief, interview w ith 
Gaye's mother as she lies in a hospital bed, her neat head 
resting on a starched pillow. Her hands toy with a pair 
of eyeglasses as she utters the tribute's only negative 
sentence: "It was no secret that Marvin took too many

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Caan's performance saves Coppola's uneven Gardens

The real star of Frances Coppola's AfXH alypsv 
Now was the Viet Nam War-a universe of 
horror and color that devoured humans like a 
lethal psychedelic f<^. The soldiers in th*- tnnvii 
were vibrant, but subservient to the spectacle 

For his second Viel Nam nim. Gardens of 
Stone. Coppola's means are less flashy 
Character development takes precedence over 
the war, which is talked about and seen only 
on television. Set in Arlington, Virginia, durinR 
the time of the Tet Offensive, Gardens ofStcmr 
is about how Americans were reacting stateside 
to the news of the destruction of the myth of 
America in war. 

The battles ra^e far away, but death is still 
near. Gardens of Stone focuses on the "Old 
Guard," a regiment responsible for, among 
other things, burial detail at Ai llnt^'tnn N.it lonal 
Cemetar>'. From Viet Nam. 20 caskets a day are 
dropped in thi' Old (luard's lap The film opens 
with a vivid shot of .-Arlington— bright white 
tombstones line up like soldiers on a sweeping 
emerald lawn. The Guard performs its somber, 
well-rehearsed ceremony in dark blue uniforms 
with sharp yellow trim Taps is blown, drums 
roll, cannons fire. Mournlul loved ones watch 
the caskets lowered. The j,'raveyard scenes, 
observing ritual and aupressed emotion, are 
undor.staled and riveting.

There is 
Oiischief in Jones' eyes, hut he is a well rounded 
character; intellitJenl, eniolKmal and capable of 
action. When he and Caan share the screen, 
their friendship is absolutely convincing. Their 
scenes— many showing their characters simply 
laughing, talking and enjoying each other's 
company -are where Gurilcufi of Stone 
generates much of it> humane power 

The bulk of the film, however, concern- 
Hazard's relations with ['mate Willow (U.B. 
Sweeney), whose father had been a fellow 
soldier of Hazard's in Korea. Willow reminds 
the disillusioned Caan of what he was like as 
a young man a gung ho, dedicated idealist 

But the device is obvious, and Sweeney, w ith

screenplay The film's major asset— a gentle, 
sympathetic view of its characters— overcomes

This is James Caan's first movie in five years.

Yet 
the familiar Caan is also visible, with that 
purposeful, broad shouldered strut peering from 
his character's shambling gait Once, when he 
erupts and beats up a man, Sonny Corleone 
crawls out. Caan'.> is a fine, complex 
performance that binds this somewhat episodic 
nim together. 

Gardens of Stone never peaks, but its 
moments penetrate. One brief scene, in the 
cemetery, with .Mary Stuart Masterson'- .-ad 
face flinching involuntarily from each booming 
rifle shot saluting her dead husband, is as 
moving as anything in Platoon.

Florida to spend 
millions to help 
remove asbestos

If you are a student at one of the nine state 
universities, chances are that some ol the 
buildings you use are insulated with asbestos 
A study completed last .lanuarv revealed 
that ciyht of the nine state universities, 
including' Florida .Slate University and 
Florida .'\&M I'niversity, have some asbestos 
lined ceilings, walls and pipes. The dangerous 
substance has been linked to lung cancer and 
two other irreversible lung di.seases 

•Mthou^'h most of the .ishestos found m the 
buildings IS not lloating m the air-or 
friable -the Board of Regents has decided to 
embark on a five-year $37 million program to 
retiove all asbestos from university buildings. 

"We are not aware of an\ ini mediate 
hazardous conditions at this tmie. said -lerrv 
Martin, assistant director ot budgets (or the 
Board of Regents 'Hut the potential is always 
there." 

In early 1985, the BOR hired a private 
consulting firm to examine 40 buildings 
on each of the four older university 
campuses-FSU, FAMU, the University of

However. .Martin said only ahout ,$l()0.ll(in nl ihf 
money was allocated Most o( that money was .illoi ali-d 
for FSU's Biology Unit One and UF s Health ( enter Thi^ 
rest was set aside until a study of all of the university 
system buildings could be studied. 

The latest study, completed in January, found asbestos 
in buildings at every state university except the 
University of North Florida The.,tudy fnuiullhat at I'F 
it would cost $19.9 million lor removal F.SU followed 
with $10.,5 million At FAMU that figure would be 
$790,000. In all, the study showed that $36.5 million 
would be needed over the next five years. 

The si udy also named the buildings in which removal 
is most urgent. These 'priority one' buildings were 
i-hosen because of I lie condilion nl I hi' liuilding 
containing asbestos, the proximity of the asbestos to 
building users and the likelihood that it would be 
disturbed and become friable. 

According to John Martin, director of the FSU 
Department of Fnvironniental Health and .Safety, the 
university has already spent aliiuil StiOO.OOO on removal 
since 1979 

"We ju.st decided to go ahead and gel rid of all the 
asbestos in these building while we were renovating 
them," Martin said. 

Some of these buildings where some removal has 
already been done ai r TuHy Gym, the University Union 
and the l)eve\pnieiital Research School, said Martin. 

But Martin said then are still 21 education buildings 
and 16 auxiliary buildings at FSU that are on the 
priority one' list. These buildings include Bryan Hall, 
Landis Hall, Strozier Library and the Psychology 
Research Building 

The first building on the list for removal will be the 
Biology Unit One. Martin said This project should begin 
somet line t his suninier 

After that, Martin said, the rest of the large projects 
would begin in late 1986 or early 1987. 

FAMU also has a number of buildings on the 'priority 
one' list. The Pharmacy Building will cost $9,000 to 
remove all of the asbestos, and Howard Hell removal will

have a price tag of $115,000, 

But removal is an expensive pr(K:ess because of the 
precautions that must be taken. The building being 
abated must be sealed ofl' to prevent the fibers from 
floating into the air, and special protective uniforms 
must be worn. For example, the Biology Unit One 
Building will need $578,900 for asbc^iM removal. 

Martin said the $6.75 million that was allocated by the 
Legislature in 1985-86 and 1986 87 would be available 
May 29. These funds would be allocated to the 
unversities when the\ submit plans for the removal 

But the rest of the money in the five-year program is 
still up in the air. The BOR has requested a total of $18.5 
million from the 1987-1988 budget for university 
renovations, including $5 million for removal. 

hough the Senate Appropriations fommittee has 
a|)proved the $lH,'i million, the House Appropriations 
Committee only allocated $12 million 

"If we don't get the entire $18.5 million, we will have 
to reallocate all the money," Martin said. "This might 
mean less money for asbestos removal."

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Local families await word 
from men on USS Stark

The two local families of survivors of 
Sunday's Iraqi attack on the tAS.S Stark 
have yet to hear from either of ih«ir sons 
Neither U.S. Navy Petty Officer 
Christopher Jones nor Seaman 
Apprentice Robert Vossler, Jr., have been 
in contact with their families since the 
attack. 

The incide- * ii the Persian Gulf killed 
Tallahassee native Vernon Foster, :i 
senior petty officer and navigator aboard 
the Sitirk. Fostt'r, 33, wa.s a 1971 graduate 
of Godby High School. 

The State Department has not ixtntacted 
either family of the living seamen, and 
the number provided by the Navy to get 
inf<MTOation to families of the Stark's crew 
was continually tied up 

"The 800 niiinber wa.s no help at all," 
said Betsy Vossler, the 20-year-old sister 
of Robert Vossler. "My sister's father-in- 
law has a high security clearance, so 
luckily we were able to get confirmation 
several hours before we got through with 
the 800 number." 

Since the U S government has 
apparently accepted the Iraqi explanation 
of accidental attack and the naval board 
of inquiry only started its investigation 
Wednesday, the question of blame is 
heavy on many minds Neither Deborah 
Kirkland, Jones' mother, nor Vossler, 
however, seemed too concerned with 
whose fault it was. 

"From what I've heard, the 
incompetence of the Iraqi pilots is very 
high," Vossler said. "I think it was just 
a navigational error by an incompetent 
pilot." 

But Kirkland has entirely different 
ideas. 



"I do not think it was an accident," 
Kirkland said. "It had to be intentional. 
They had radio contact They identified 
themselves as an American ship, -so why 
would (the Iraqis) do it unlen it was 
intentional?" 

With the loss of 37 U.S. lives in the 
Persian Gulf, the necessity for an 
American presence in the region has been 
called into (|uestion repeatedly during the 
past several days. But Vossler said the 
.XMiencaii mission there is entirely 
appropriate. 

"There were two days when I didn't 
know anything," said Vossler, "but I 
never felt bitter at all. The only thing I 
was concerned alMiut was my brother And 
I don't t)laine Kea^;an I support Kea^jan 
wholi'heartedly There wduld be several 
repercussions if we weren't there. Oil 
prices would go sky high. He's set on 
preserving freedom-I agree with what 
he's doing." 

Kirkland, however, dovs not feel so 
kindly towards the president Kirkland 
claims that the story in Tuesday's 
Tallahassee Democrat by Linda Duffy 
which quoted Kirkland as saying that if 
Reagan called her, she would tell him to 
"kiss my a—," was taken entirely out of 
context. 

"She took parts of ,s«'ntences and turned 
them around to make tht-m sound that 
way," Kirkland said 'That's Iwen the 
worst part of this whole deal. I'm not a fan 
of Reagan. I dislike a lot of his policies, 
but I don't hate him." 
Duffy denies misquoting Kirkland 
"No, 1 didn't misquote her," said Duffy. 
"She said it and then she said 'I don't 
mind saying that in front of a reporter.* 
The point is she was just showing how 
mad she is and it's understandable."

Unlike the Stark, the Waddell had 
turned on its radar-guided fire control 
weapons system, whose signals evidently 

were picked up by the Iraqi planes in Ixith 
cases, the officials said.

Earlier, Navy Secretary James Webb 
said Iraq presented an initial 
compensation package to the United 
States Tuesday for the iriissile attack 
against the Stark 

He said Iraq should explain the details 
about how and why its K 1 Miraj^e fifjhter 
attacked the Stark so "we shouldn't have 
to be working it backwards from a hole 
in the ship to figure out what was fired, 
ff they're going to cooperate with us, they 



should come forward and tell us." 

Four days after the attack, there still 
was no definite word on v\ hether the Iraqi 
plane fired one or two missiles or if they 
were French-made Exocets or weapons of 
another type. The missile or missiles 
appeared to have punched at least one 
hole near the bow of the ship. 

Iraq has apologized for the fighter 
attack, saying it was "unintentional." 
The administration has accepted the 
apology, but Defense Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger and other ofRciala have 
demanded that Iraq pay compensation to 
the fam'lies and for ship repairs. 

Iraq has said it would participatj' m a 
joint inve.stigalion into the air strike with 
U.S. authorities The administration has 
welcomed the offer. The U.S. Central 
Command, which has command over U.S. 
forces in the Persian Gulf, has launched 
its own investigation into the incident.

El Hajj Malik el Shabazz (Malcolm X) would have been 62 years 
old this past Tuesday. 

He was a proud, angry black man who sought to shatter the 
status quo For this, he paid with his life. Whites feared this elo 
quent and fdrcef'ul visionary who refu.sed to be a silent negro any 
longer His attacks on America's corrupt, racist system exp<Med 
it foi- the bankrupt illusion it is and at the same time he encourag- 
ed blacks to look for a new road. 

Historians will always wonder about the scope and impact of the 
movement Malcolm was developing shortly before his death. For 
conscious people there still is a sense of loss, but if he were still 
alive, this intellectual and moral K'^nt would be more appalled 
than pleased with the state of black America. 

Perhaps the most pleasing development for Malcolm would be 
the growth of Islam. Malcolm was a devout adherent whose ideas 
were shaped by this religion. He was flexible enough to realize, 
though, that the religion's effectiveness lay in its ability to addr^ 
black concerns. 

Malcolm wmild imdoubtedly be shocked by the diminution of na- 
tionalistic consciousness among Afro-Americans. He would 
castigate those both here and on the continent who choose to ig 
nore the plight of South Africans. He never lost sight of the need 
for African unity among blacks scattered by the dia.spora, and said 
often that as long as one black anywhere is in bondage, all blacks 
are. 

Writer George Breitman said Malcolm was a threat to every 
vested interest and privileged hierarchy in this country. Concepts 
like blacks fighting for their freedom, choosing their own leaders, 
defending themselves against white aggression and relying on 
themselves fw self-determination would never mt well with whites 
or Tommish negroes. Malcolm had to die. 

Malcolm has never been given his due for his honest and critical 
appraisals of the black condition. Whites harp on his ant i white 
rhetoric to dismiss the many wrongs perpetrated by them in the 
name of white supremacy. Privileged blacks feared him because 
he threatened to upset them from their precarious perches. 

For poor working-class blacks, though, his vision of a free 
America gave them mnnething tangible to work toward. Malcolm 
provided the direction and impetus black Americans needed to 
break free from their mental shackles.

FSU has a writing {n«gram (rf growing stature. 
We have a faculty of talented, well published and 
highly acclaimed writers. A literary magazine 

like Sun Dog is an intep-al part of a good writing 
program. Other nationally recognized writing 
programs at the University of Iowa, University 
of Georgia and Columbia, all produce high 
quality literary magazines. 



The purpose of a literary magazine in a writing 
program is not to showcase student writing. It is, 
rather, to promote good writing and to give 
writing program students the opportunity to gain 
valuable editing experience. Learning to edit 
critically is an essential part of the scholarly 
training of any writer. Editing a literaay 
magazine will also expose editors to the broad 
range of writing being produced by their 
comlemporaries, who are seriou.s writers across 
the nation and around the world. Those FSU 
students whose work is printed in Sun Dog have 
the satisfaction of knowing that they are in the 
company of other serious emerging writers. To 
require Sun Dog to publish only FSU students 
would be like requiring the theatre department 
to produce only plays written by FSU students 
Finally, I'd like to know when 1 walk into a job 
interview that I have a degree from a university 
with a reputation for providing a rich and diverse 
educational experience.

Specifically, the Iranians sugKcst that the 
bomhinj; was n<it aeridcntal Sc enario number one 
says the Iratiis purposelv bombed the U.S. ship in 
order to internatmn.tli/i' a war most experts have 
said the Iraqis certainly cannot win— but most 
certainly can lose. These observers believe odds on 
the latter have increased dramatically since last 
year's successful offensive in which Iran seized 
a good part of the island of Kaw. a rriuial 
•itrati-gie advance in the sev«'n year-long war with 
Iratj. 

This being the case, it is in the strategic interest 
of Iraq to have both superpowers— neither who 
favor an Iranian victory— enter the war in order 
to prevent the militant, anti-superpower Iran 
from ruhng the Persian Gulf roost. This script also 
points out that ira<)is pilots are the most 
experienced next to the Israelis. They n<m have 
seven years of war experience and it is unlikely they 
would make such an obvious blunder, especially 
outside of the official war sEone where the Starlr was 
hit.

Singlauh also testified that CIA Director 
William C'a.sey considered an elaborate 
scheme to allow for arms shipments to anti 
communist rebels in Tive countries without 
notification of the State Department or 
Congress. 

Singlaub said the 198.5 proposal involved 
aid to counterrevolutionary forces in 
Angola, Afghanistan, Cambodia, EtUqiia 
and Nicaragua.

barely 10 feet across to Wakulla Springs, one of the largest 
in the world. Land ownership and management styles 
differ as well, which tn( :in> thf sinks aren't guaranteed 
a standard amount of protection, if any at all. 

One popular cluster of sinks in the Apalachicola 
National Forest near Tallahassee is on the verge of 
gaining increased federal protection with the goal of 
allowing the public "to continue to use and not abuse" 
the forest's .sinks. 

According Ui A.s.sistant Ranger John Greis, the five sinks 
within the Leon .Sinks .Special Interest Area are showing 
the common symptoms of unregulated use— litter, 
excessive new roads created by vehicle trafific, and damage 
to the sinks themselves. 

Included in the Leon sinks area is Big Dismal sink, a 
spectacular vertical-walled hole with a 75 foot drop from 
ground It-vfl to the water's surface RcKic'^ hosting a 
number of unique plant species in the area around it, Big 
Dismal is one habitat for the Wakulla blind crayfish, 
discovered by Florida State University professor Bruce 
Means in 1972. Means continues to teach and lead field 
trips to the area 

"The college population at FSU seems to love those 
sinks, but they're rather irresponsible about the way the 
sinks are treated, " Means said. 

Besides beer cans and trash around the sink. Means said, 
"the bottom of Big Dismal is the most sorrowful sight I've 
seen in my life." 

While diving. Means said he saw old cars and some ! I'l 
model motorcycles in the sink that were leaking nil md 
gas 

Mean's suggestions for protecting the 548-acre Leon 
sinks area may find their way into a Forest Service 
proposal now in the draft phase. Greis said the plan will 
address problems of access to the sites and into the holes 
themselves. 

"It is safe to say that we are looking very carefully at 



at restricting vehicle access to the sinks," Greis said. 

As for finding a way to protect the walls of sinks like 
Big Dismal from climbing swimmers, Greis said "I don't 
know of a reasonable way to let people get inlo them " 

Greis also .said .some type of marked trail may be built 
around the sinks to educate the public and keep 
pedestrians from trampling vegetation. 

"Our responsibilty out there is to protect the geol(^c 
resources at whatever the cost," Greis said. "We might 
make some people mad, but we might make some people 
happy " 

Federal officials may be obliged to protect publicly 
owned Mnks like Big Dismal, but protection of sinks on 
private property depends on the whims of the owners and 
the habits of people who use them, 

"Our lands are open for people to do anything they want 
as long as it's not destructive," said Unit Forester Gordon 
Forster of the St. Joseph Land and Development Company, 
which owns about 104,000 acres of land in Leon and 
Wakulla counties. 

Forster estimates that among the "zillions" of large and 
small sinks on company property, 10 to 20 are used as 
swimming holes but can't possibly be regulated, even 
though some are "pretty much abused." 

"We have a problem with people on all the company 
land," Forster said "They get out there, and they'll get 
a couple of six packs and throw the cans all around." 

The St. Joseph Land and Development Co.— a subsidiary 
of the St. Joseph Paper Co.— shares a Jackronville ofTice 
with the Nemours Foundation, which owns the 
beleaguered Cherokee Sink Property management 
of'fl( lals at the Foundation contacted Tuesday were not 
tiiniiliar with Cherokee .Sink but said the property was 
pcsted 

"It's just simply private property," said Nemours 
Foundation General Manager Jeff Wadsworth. "I don't 
know about people using the sink or anything." 

Even though sinks on private property like Cherokee 

are heavily u.sed for recreational purposes, the state has 
no anth'.r.»v •.. r. it,, their use And the widely -paced 



distribution of popular sinla runs against the Department 
of Natural Resources park acquisition styles. 
"We don't typically go out and buy individual 

sinkholes," -aid Nevin Smith DNRdeputv dirtx-tor of F'ark 
Support St'rvices Nevin Smith "We buy large tracts of 
property tfj nian.ii-'i in total 

Another state agency, the Game and Fresh Water Fish 
Commission, has reached agreements with property 
owners like Buckeye Cellulose and St Joseph Paper to 
provide recreational hunting lands for Floridians. 
However, Assistant Executive Director Alan Egbert said 
the commission hasn't considered trying to reach an 
agreement with those san» companies over sinkholes on 
their land. 

"Nobody here would suggest that sinkholes should be 
abused, but we just haven't taken them under our wing," 
Egbert said. 

But Means and others say the state should consider 
increa.sed protection of some of the sinks south of 
Tallahassee Means said he was considering "mtmnling 
an effort" to push for some authority limiting access to 
certain sinks since visitors did not yet seem to care for 
the resources. 

"I'm getting pretty pessimistic about the way people are 
treating these places. Means said.

The course is 
designed to be^in with stret 
ching and warm up exer 
cises, followed hy a cool 
down series leading to the 
finish. For staying in shape, 
doctors say, cardiovascular 
health is the key to overall 
fitness 

"The Parcourse provides 
the participant with a self 
total body workout," said 
Richard Cunningham, presi- 
dent of Parcourse Ltd. of San 
Francisco. "There is nothing 
to do before the course 
Everylhinn is included in 
the course ' 

The idea was taken from 
the Swiss Army, which 
trains its soldiers on similar 
courses in the Alps. In 1973, 
Peter St(Kker brought this 
idea to San Francisco. 

Now there are 3,600 Par- 
courses in the U.S.," Cunn- 
ingham said. "We also have 
them located all throughout 
Canada and Europe, with 
our main bii\ i r> being from 
Malaysia. We have also 
been contracted to put up 
200 more Parcourses in 
Australia." 

There are four Parcou.'ses 
located in Tallahassee .'t 
Lafayette I'ark, Myers F'ark, 

San Luis Park and Florida 

State University. The FSU 
course starts at the south end of TuUy 
Gym (across from the intramural fields) 
and ends at the north end of the gym by 
Mike Long Track. It'.s 1.4 miles long with 
18 stations and ha.s handicapped access. 

"The Fitness Trail is used a lot," said 
Bernie Waxman, director of FSU 
Intramurals. "It's a good course that's not 
as hilly as the others in town, but it still 
enables you to get a great workout " 

There are three difTerent "fitness 
levels" for the course: starting par, 
sporting par and championship par, which 
gives you a suggested number of 
repetitions to do for each exercise

Like other Parcourses, FSU's starts out 
with the stretching of the bfKiy Then you 
will exercise the major muscle groups 
three times and end with a cool-down 
station at the end of the trail. 

"It's a great little item that needs to be 
used," Waxman said.

alleviates migraines and colds and helps 
with recuperation from other diseases. 

But the medical profession has 
traditionally frowned on such chiropractic 
claims, often referring to its practitioners 
as quacks 

Peter Catinells. M D.-a l(x;al family 
practitioner since 1981 and Associate 
Director of the Family Practice Residency 
Program at Tallahassee Memorial 
Hospital— said he just couldn't agree with 
many chiropractic claims. 

"There is a limited amount they can do 
as muscular specialists," Catinells said. 



"I haven't seen any long-term studies that 
show the efifectiveness of their treatment. 
Many of the areas they claim success for 
are areas that no One has a successful 
therapy for." 

Not only do some individuals not derive 
any benefit from chiropractic treatment, 
Cantinells said, but in some instances 
such treatment can be deadly. 

'There are some contraindications to 
being manipulated, as in the case of 
elderly people who have a history of 
vascular diseases," he said. "Such 
manipulations have led to strokes in some 
instances."

Terry O'Quinn plays Butler in The Stepfather, the 
latest entry in Hollywood's psycho-killer sweepstakes. 
Directed by Joseph (Dreamscape) Ruben, The Stepfather 
does a gender-bender with a twist on the Cinderella story. 
Stepfather Butler is wicked all right, but he's far from 
cruel— in fact, his driving desire is to create the best of 
all possible worlds for his family 

Of course, his stepdaughter Stephanie (Jill Scholen) 
throws a monkey wrench into his plans when she refiiaes 
to accept Butl«-'s saccharine substitute for her (teeeased 
father. "It's like having Ward Cleaver for a father," she 
complains to her best friend 

when things don't, work out as planned by the 
dba^ve Butler, int decides it's time for another change.

The 
Stepfiitiur explom the now familiar theme of a festering 
evil health the suburban landscape. But The Stepfather 
goes one step beyond, spicing things up with a little bit 
of Friday the iSih slasher fun, as well as Uatant 
references to Master Hitchcock. 

But The Stepfather isn't really a slasher flick. In fact, 
like Butlo- during one of his schizoid ram|»ges, it seems 
to be asking audiences to d^ide "who am I here?" With 
a minimum of gore director Ruben manages to evoke the 
spirit of bygone days when horror films relied on 
psychology rather than splatter to get their point across 

Still, Ruben's spirit has its tongue in its cheek, and 
at times its hard to tell whether The Stepfather is serious 
or a send-up. The acting, wiUi the exception trf' O'Quinn, 
is poor— not bad, just poor. The characters in the film 
gi^Iip service to lines straight from those overblown 
Hammer horror films, and you get the idea that behind 
their straight faces they're snicksing alo^ with the 
audience.

Ronald Hoffman, a chiropractor sinch 1968, said 
although "there still exists a lot of animmity by the 
medical establishment toward chiropractors," he felt 
things are changing. 

"Now that chiropractors are becoming staff members 
of many hospitals around the country— there are none 
here in Tallahassee, but there are a couple on staff in 
hospitals in Florida— I think things will change 
dramatically."

Student leaders s;iid Monday the $1H 1 
hillion S<'iiatt' hudp'l slights itiipdrtant 
programs for state university students at 
the same time it boosts tuition by $14 
million. 

Shari Caprara, a lobbyist for the Florida 
Student Association, called on Senate 
leaders to acct'pt House funding for 
financial aid, student services and 
university libraries. 

Caprara said legislators are launching 
the state lottery to aid education and 
raising taxes and tuition, but not giving the 
university system a fair share of the 
additional revenues. 

"They have a big pot, but we're not 
getting a very big piece of that pot," 
Caprara said. "That's not fair."

FSA Kxi-cutive Director Uavid Corry said 
the Senate might be able to find the money 
by providing for an earlier start up date for 
lottery ticket sales. The House lottery bill 
would start lottery ticket sales on Jan. 1, 
1988, but the Senate bill would start sales 
April 1 

The Hoiisi- bud(,'et provides $32 million 
.more for the university system than the 
Senate budget. Both budgets were approved 
last week. 

The House and Senate conferees 
responsible for the education budget were 
scheduled to bej,'in hashing out the 
difference.s at a meeting late Monday. 

Chancellor Charlie Reed has also 
criticized the Senate university budget, 
calling it, "a retreat." 

Caprara said key items in the House 
budget that were left out of the Senate 
budget include $3.5 million fm 
undergraduate financial aid; $2.9 million 
in graduate fee waivers; $2 million to buy 
equipment and enlarge staff at university 
libraries; and $4.1 million to enlarge 
financial aid, counseling and career (^ces. 

"These are not fluff items," CafHrara said. 
"They are essential to improving Uie 
university system." 

Both the House and Senate budgets 
would raise tuition rates by an average 5 
percent for in-state undergraduate 
students, while raising out-of-state and 
graduate tuition more sharply.

Meek will never l)e mistaken for an 
establishment politician She doesn't eat 
out of the lobbyists' hands, preferring 
instead to promote a self-described 
populist agenda not unlike Cherry 's She 
has earned an enviable reputation for 
lenac lously steering bills advocating 
better housing, greater educational access 
and more opportunities for the poor and

near poor through .sometimes hostile 
terrain. 

"The key to bridging the gap between 
rich and poor rests with economic 

stability." Meek said 'Government ha^ 
a role to play in that regard 1 provide a 
voice for the aged, handicapped and poor 
who aren't represented by lobbyists." 

Meek served in the House from 1979-82. 
In those years, she was reputedly the most 
powerful black politician in Florida. She 
played a key role in the reapportionment 
committee which redrew districts to 
include more black repre.sentatives in 
1982. The fulcrum for increasing minority 
repr^entation in the new legislature was 
the shift from large multi-member 
districts— which tended to dilute minority 
voting,' power to sinj^le nienilxT districts. 

The Legislature doubled the number of 
black members from five to 10 and carved 
out niches in Miami's and Jacksonville's 
black enclaves to produce two black 
senators. 

Those senators— Meek and Arnett 

Girardeau were the first blacks to hold 
office in the upper chamber since 
Reconstruction almost 100 years beff)re 
Girardeau, a Jacksonville dentist, won his 
seat after a fierce battle. Meek, on the 
other hand, resigned her House seat to 
run unopposed in the newly created 
Senate post in Distrut 36 (Hialeah. 
Allapattah, Opa locka. Liberty City and 
Carol City) 

Meek said she faced two obstacles when 
she entered the Senate. 

"I had a double handicap as a woman 
and a black one at that," she said "I 
found that in the Senate the men had a 
better network than the women The 
'good old boys' were more concerned with 
my position than whether I was black or 
white, though."

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Minor recognized in nnajor way

When Christine Minor dfculcd Ici run for iirt-sidi-nt of 
Florida SlaU' University 's Black Student Union, a friend 
told her she would wind up working herself to death with 
little recognition. 

Her friend was only partially right; Minor has spent 
her one and-a-half year tenure swamped with work, but 
she has definitely been noticed. In the July issue of Good 
Housekeeping magazine. Minor will he featured as one 
of "100 Women of Pronusi ' culled from over 3,000 
members of the class of 1987 

"I was really glad, after 1 busted my butt, that someone 
noticed," said Minor, an FSU senior maioring in 
communications. "A lot of people at BSU worked hard 
and it made me feel like somebody is paying attention " 

As president of BSU, Minor and her staff created The 
Mentorin),' Proj^ram, which works to cut ihe red tape 
involved in personal and academic advisement The 
program provides black students with black faculty 
members they can turn to for such advice. Minor 
initiated the program with the aid of Leonard Perry, 
^U's advisor and associate dean of student development 
at FSU 

"When one looks at Christine Minor, observes her 
behaviors and act ivii les. one s«'es a global individual who 
has unlimited promise, " Perry said. "She has taken the 
role of interacting with as many constituenc-:', as 
possible— other student organisations on the FSU 
campus, in the community and at FAMU." 

Minor has been active with BSU since 1985, acting as 
editor of the BSU newspaper and vice president bt'fore 
she was elected president in 1986 Described by Perry 
as being completely devoted to her BSU responsibilities.

2,500 inmates released under new plan

A stale official said Monday over 2,500 inmates have 
left state prisons under a three-month-old early release 
policy designed to prevent overcrowding, four times the 
number previously reported. 

Prison spokesman Robert MacMaster said the 
Department of Corrections has only been counting the 
545 inmates who have left on eight major early-release 
days since Feb. 16. 

But MacMaster said many inmates cl(»e to release who 
receive "administrative gain time" must wait several 
days for their sentences to run out. He estimated over 
2,000 inmates have left ihi' prisons, one by one, on days 
other than those eight publicized days. 



"What we've tried to say -and maybe we haven't said 
it exactly right— is that these are the people who are 
going to get out immediately, " MacMaster said. "But 
there are many others that are benefitting from (the new 
policy)." 

Ciov Bob Martinez and the Legislature adopted the 
procedure tn speed up releases in a special session. 
Martinez has said the new policy is freeing prisoners 
more quickly than he had expected 

Prison officials are working under a prison population 
cap of 33,151 set by a federal judge. Lawyers for state 
prisoners convinced the judge that to allow the prisons 
to hecnnie more crowded would amount to the "cruel and 
unusual punishment" forbidden by the U.S. Constitution.

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Unfairly framed 

As with last year's disgustingly commercial and simplistic 
celebration of the Statue of Liberty, the shallow bicentennial 

glimpse at the Con.stitution mi'ans little more than fleeting self- 
congratulation to many Americans. 

So far no one has assembled a football field full of Elvis 
impersonators to pay homage a.s in Lady Lib<'rty's ba.sh. hut neither 
has there been sigfniflcant mention of those who hammered out 
today's Constitution. To intimate that the Constitution ushered 
in 200 Utopian years and to deify its framers is to do a grave 
disservice to those who struggled for their basic rights well into 
the 20th century 

The unbridled admiration for the Founding Fathers and the 
document they came together to create on May 25, 1787 is just 
honest sentiment carried to a misguided extreme. It is true that 
the Constitution broke new ground in the 18th century, but that 
same document framed a government which would hold millions 
in slavery for another 76 years and bar women from political 
participation. It began as a tenuous compromise among 39 men 
who held rival factions at arm's lenj^lh iniiil i '^ii>tituti<iiKil 
deficiencies culminated in a civil war that claimed 60U,UUO lives. 
Those who look in awe at a Constitution etched in stone and who 
subscribe to its "original intent" want the dead to rule the living. 

Supreme Court Justice Thurgood Marshall, the court's only black 
member, recently denounced the Constitution's bicentennial 
celebration. The document's authors would never have dreamed 
of or accepted a Constitution that provided for a woman and a black 
man to sit on the bench of the Supreme Court, he said. 

"The credit does not belong to the framers. It belongs to those 
who refused to acquiesce in outdated notions of 'liberty,' 'justice' 
and ( (luality' and who strived to better them," Marshall told a 
convention of lawyers. 

Credenre should be given to Marshall's words— there are few who 
are more intimate with the Constitution than this Supreme Court 
justice. The real story of the Constitution is not the fabled burst 
of genius w hich began in niiladelphia 200 years ago, but its 
ongoing transformation.

111 an old frame house in Los Robles 
(Meridian Road) when that entire area was 
one large cow pasture. She later moved to 
Van Buren Street m the sli.idnw of the 
Capitol The last of 12 children, Meek said 
her poor but proud parents instilled in her 
the desire to excel. Meek said she still has 
very vivid memories of segregation. 

"I remember blacks- and whites-only 
faucets, the lack of bathrooms downtown, 
no .service at restaurants Cor lilacks and 
other indignities," Meek said "To see the 
changes since then heartens me." 

Meek attended P'lorida A&M University 
elementary, high school and college. State 
law prohibited blacks from attending state 
universities and the state paid her tuition 
and tram fare to graduate school al the 
University of Michigan, which was 
integrated. She earned a master's degree 
in physical education and public health, 
and she's now pursuing a doctoral degree 
at Florida International University. 

A basketball and track star at FAMU, 
Meek said she got her first joh w hen she 
was 19 from Mary McLeod Bethune at 
Bethune (^)okman College. 

"Mrs. Bethune was a guiding force in 
setting my philosophical bent," the senator 
said. "She encouraged me to work hard 
because a day would come when blacks 
would get a c hance to participate fully in 
society— she preached preparation." 

Meek said she moved to Miami since her 
options were limited in Tallaharaee, Since 
1961, Meek has worked in a variety of 
positions at Miami-Dade Community 
College. At present, she is special assistant 
to the vice president 

• • • 

Meek entered the world of Florida 
politics, she said, because she sensed the 
need for a fighter to improve the quality of 
life in the state's and her district's pockets 
of poverty. Her election to both the House 
and Senate, she said, is a symbol of what 



blacks can achieve and a constant reminder 
of their need to be vigilant in protecting 
their gains. 

"I like being a senator," said the 
legislator. "My conscience dictates one 
action, but it is balanced by my 
constituents needs I've been given the 

opportunity to help people, but 1 can't do 
everything I want. Public policy, though, 
must help the poor, elderly and 
handicapped."

Meek said while she hadn't affected the 
full range of programs she felt would best 
help the disadvantaged, she has at least 
raised questions, challenged the status quo 
and raised the consciousness of her 
colleagues. 

The senator has served on a number of 
committees including education, economic 
and consumer affairs, corrections, 
probation and parole and a seleit 
committee on aging She has spon.sored 
legislation such as the Hospice Act which 
provided health care for the terminally ill, 
a Fair Housing bill and several set-aside 
programs for minorities 

The bill that gives In r the most 
satisfaction, however, is the Minority 
Enterprise bill which passed in 1985. In the 
past, Meek said, blacks had received less 
than one percent of state contracts. Her bill 
increased that number to IS percent and 
also provided money to be invested in black 
businesses. 

"I felt a great sense of accomplishment 
when thus bill became la\*" Meek said.

FSU musicians head soutli

The Costa Rican Na- 
tional Symphony's concert 

master was in town last 
month looking for string; 
playtTs. With the usual 
Ma v surplus of graduates, 
I (liilii t take him long to 
I'ind what he was looking 
for. 

Within a few days- after 
^(imc phone calls from 
Hohcrt Smith, who's in 
charge of the music i nd of 
the FSU Costa Hua Mary Ludwig 
program— violinists Mary Ludwig and 
Laura Crowe, both graduates of the FSU 
School of Music, were offered contracts to 
play in Costa Rica's capital city, San .lose, 
(or thi' 1987 season. 

The contract requires four rehearsals a 
week, from 8:30 to 11:30 a.m., with 
concerts on Friday nights and Sundays 
every t)ther week. In addition, both must 
teach ten young violinists from the youth 
symphony, meaning ten more hours of 
work \wT week. 

"Our pay is a lot more impressive in 
Costa Rican currency— it's a five digit 
monthly salary," quipped Ludwig. "But 
if you have to know, it's only $600 a 
month. For $190 a month, we'll 1k> staying 
in private homes, and that money covers 
a place to sleep, three meals a day and 
having our laundry done— except 
underwear." 

The rest of their salaries will go for 
transpOTtation, travel and postage, which, 
I.udwig said, will probably be plenty. 

"I'll be lonely and probably writing a 
lot," she confes.sed. 

According to Smith, who is also Director 
of the Center for Music of the Americas, 
Crowe and Ludwig will make great 
musical ambassadors. "Since January of 
1986 we've been involved m a niusical 
exchange program, .sending students and 
faculty there to perform," Smith added 
"They're aware down there now of Florida 
State University, and Mary and Laura's 
contracts are an extension, in a way, of 
what the program has been doing." 

Their people are coming; to P'SU, too, 
namely Jose Sciutto, former director of 
the National Youth Symphony in Costa 
Rica and frequent guest conductor of the 
National Symphony Orchestra. In 
Tallahassee on a Fulbright acholarriiip, 
Sciutto serves as a resource person at the 
Center for Music of the Americas and for 
the world music ensembles. 

"The Costa Ricans are very musical," 
noted Sciutto, who has spent two years in 
San Jose. "Most eSthe orchestra iMmbers 
are native, but there are also American, 
European and South American

packs for Ck>sta Rica 

musicians." 

In the mid-'70s, when the orchestra was 
just beginning, the t^roup was very 
dilletantish musicianwise. The Cultural 
Minister at that time, Guido Saens, 
together with an American conductor, 
Gerald Brown, brou^t many great 
international musicians to San Jose to 
play in the symphony orchestra, and a 
new found international status for San 
Jose's musical life. 

As better musicians were brought in to 
perform, they took over teaching 
reqxmsibiliti^ at the conservatory as 
well, laying the foundation for a future 
native pool of top- notch musicians. 

Now, thanks to the efforts of Saens, 
Brown and many others, there are many 
native musicians of exceptional abihty 
All this has happened despite 
continuous economic difficultly. Sciutto 
repeatedly stressed the need for 
assiMance from "the big countries" to pay 
good teachers. 

Ludwig looks forward to her departure, 
which is actually going to make her late 
for the season: "The season began on May 
15, but they mde an exceptim for Laura 
and I since we're in school. I also wanted 
to audition for other symphonies." 

Those auditions have paid off- she wrm 
a fall contract with the Chattanooga 
Symphony, so she'll only be playing in 
Costa Rica until August, while Crowe will 
stay for the whole mason, through 
December 15th. "Of ranirse this means I 
lose my contract in San Joae, but they 
agreed to pay me the same saUoy— I just 
don't get free airfare." 

When Ludwig and Crowe were 
negotiating contracts, they had no way of 
knowing if they were being taken 
advantage of. After getting in touch with 
the cultural center, they figured out how 
much they would need for housing, and 
they did well — they'll he living only a 
15-minute bus ride from rehearsals in the 
cultural center downtown. Concerts are 
also downtimn, in a rein^uction of the

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Kercheval kicks off Alley readings

Ken licviil, who first studied iTcalivc wnimf,- at FSU, 
won the 19H7 Associated Writing Programs Award in 
Short Fiction for her short story collection The Dogeater. 
She will be reading from the newly-published work 
tonight for the first of this summer's readings at the 
Alley at 210 South Monroe Street 

"I'd love to live in Tallahassee aK':<m," said Kercheval, 
who graduated from FSU in 1983 and went on to receive 
her MFA from the prestigious Iowa Writers' Workshop 
in 1986. 

"This is a beautiful place. Just the way it looks makes 
me think of home-the trees, the houses with low eaves 
It looks like home to me, and the Midwest doesn't," she 
said. 

Most of the stories appearing in The Dogeater were 
written while Kercheval lived in Tallahassee. Many of 
the book's characters are either dying or coping with the 
deaths of loved ones. Kercheval wrote the pieces after 
the deaths of her parents. 

"I was kind of working things through and thinking 
of death," she said. "But I don't now always write stories 
with death in them." 

Actually, most of the stories in The Dogeater end on a 
very hopeful note. 

"To write a story about death is sort of pessimistic and 
depressing," the author explained, "but I think that 
there is always a possibility of love in the face of death 
That's what life is all about " 

Kercheval feels her studies at FSU prepared her well 
for the famous writing program at Iowa, where the 
pressure to achieve is intense. 

"1 really learned everything I knew about writing at 
FSU and I wouldn't have been successful at Iowa if I 
hadn't already known those things," Kercheval said. 

The lessons haven't always come easy. 



In the first fiction wdrkshop r-hc iimk, Kercheval was 
called on to criticize a .story written by a fellow student 
about a mass murderer who attacks a woman in a 
laundromat. Kercheval's advice was to not bother 
rewriting the piece, because it was terrible beyond repair. 

"Actually, that's the worst thing to say in a workshop," 
said Kercheval. "You're just not allowed to sav that 
Everyone turned and looked at me with horror on their 
faces The point is that all of this is worth working on, 
on some level." 

Her training and natural talent have clearly paid off; 
Kercheval's short stories have been published in 
Australia, Japan, the US, Britain, Italy and Spain. 

By Christmas, Kercheval will have completed the 
rough draft of her first novel, tentatively titled Queen 
of the Under^miind Women The novel follows the lives 
of a Jacksonville woman and an Alsatian man who meet 
in Paris in 1929 and fall in love. 

"They are separated by evente and then happily 
reunited," Kercheval said. 

Kercheval was born in France, where she lived for 
several years while her father worked for the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. She plans to return to that 
country in the fall to do research for the book. 

Kercheval will be on leave from Indiana's DePauw 
University, where she currently teaches fiction. In the 
fall of '88, Kercheval will begin teaching at the 
University of Wisconsin at Madison 

Kercheval said her biggest influences now are William 
Fauikiicr, Charles Dickens and (lunter Grass. 

1 like novelists who write fat novels," she said. "I'm 
trying to write a fat novel " 

Shortly after her Alley reading, Kercheval will head 
for the Yaddo Artists' Colony at Saratoga Springs, New 
York. She has been awarded the Oranville Hicks 
Fellowship to spend a month at work there

Skinheads erupt at Surfers concert

( LEARWATER- Before their performance Friday 
night at the National Guard Armory in Clearwater, 
Florida, the Butthole Surfers looked tame enough. But 
like having' n wolf for a pet, a Butthole's concol can be 
a dangerous thing 

The Texas band Hexed their musical muscle just a little 
bit and it was too much for the excited skinheads (right- 
wing fans of hardi»re music who shave their heads) in 
the crowd. Fifteen minutes into their .set, a few minutes 
into "Sweat Loaf' from their new release Licust 
Ahorlwn rc(7ifii( ion, the Butt holi-s incited a riot Chaos 
erupted, and il seemed some primal ritual was acted out 
by frenzied members of the audience. When the lights 
came on one person had to be carried off the floor. 

The audience at the Armory included a lot of people 
dressed in black with shaved heads, swa^jj^cring guys 
with a look in their eye that said 'ril smash niy head 
into that wall and what'ri' you goint; to do about it.' 
Those skinheads, along with a pleasant crossbreed of 
rural punks, hardcore fans and (Kihera, created a nice, 
dangerous tension. 

When the lights dimmed and a compilation tape of 
Butthole music blasted from the speakers, the audience 
gravitated toward the stage. A blistering version of the 
guitar intro to "Revolution" shook the Armory and the 
proscenium filled with smoke. Double screens hanging 
in back of the sta^ were lit with images of violent car 
aecident8,\ complete with fatalities. Gibson Haynes, 
guitarist and lead singer, walked center-stage with 
bullhorn in hand and the band tore into unreleasnl 
material. 

Suddenly, on a platform in back of Haynes, there 
appeared a nude female dancer. She danced wildly, 
wearing a mask of white makeup and gold bands on her 
teeth— very primal. She seemed to be acting out some 
personal ritual. The crowd responded like sharks to 
chum. 

A skinhead jumped onstage and rocketed back into the 
aud K lu i The crowd part«i. The skinhead landed on the 

cement floor. 

Gibson, taking command, walked to the edge of the 
stage and retaliated by kicking at the audience. They 
howled and straight-arm saluted their hero. 

The crowd began to lurch and sway Gibson paced the 
stage and the band l)egan to play The D(K)rs anthem 'The 
Knd, " .segueing led into ".Sweat Ixiaf, " a lake off on Black 
Sabbath's "Sweet Loaf." The crowd rushed the stage and 
a fight broke out. When a guitar was hurled into the 
crowd a skinhead picked it up and whipped it Conan- 
like around his head several times befcffe smashing it 
to pieces against the concrete floor. 

End of concert. 

The band gathered a handful of the largest men from 
the audience to act as stage guards, and it for a while 
it looked like they might finish the show. But a dozen 



police officers said otherwise. The crowd, having spent 
itself, didn't argue. Authorify was restored. 

When asked how often their shows ended in violence 
Gibson yelled "never." When aAed tf tte crowd acted 
mindless he laughed. 

"Mindless?" he said. "I don't know about mindless, but 
I don't think this would've happened in Texas.".

Riding out of the Texas desertscape come the Butthole 
Surfers, armored in black humor and raw, psychotic 
guitar riffs that assualt convention head on. The band's 
name, album covers, song titles, music and live shows 
are calculated to offend and disturb. Hasil Adkins would 
love these hoys. 

On their Cream Com From the Socket of Davis LP, the 
band sings about the pleasantries of traveling to Florida 
in typical Butthole fashion crazed Gibson Haynes 
maniacally drawls "I'm going down to Flo ri da;" you 
don't want to be there when he arrives From the Cream 
Corn sessions came some of the material off their new 
release. Locust Abortion Technicion. The music is as 
rough and disturbing as the album title and cover— all 
in true Butthole tradition. 

The first cut, "Sweat Loaf, " incited a riot during one 
of their recent Florida concerts Bestial wails and 
apocalyptic noise squall from this LP. which often passes 
into their preferred medium of pure dissonance. 

But like the saying goes, there is method to this 
madness. The Buttholes surpass the youthful rebellion 
that for years has defined rock music. Theirs is a musical 
critique of an anxious age, rammenting on hypocrisy and 
repression. 

"U.S.S.A." and "TheO-Men," on the fiip side of 
Technicion, are exercises in surreal hysteria. 'The O- 
Men" sounds like the seven dwarves on acid— or maybe 
the orange Oompa Loompas gone crazy. 

The last cut on the album is pure hardcore, beginning 
with a tiini' m to a r.idin talk ^,hi)W whena woman caller 
tells about being assaulted. "Ever sintt then I've had 
trouble sleeping," she says. And that's what the 
Butthole's want everyone to have— trouble sleeping. 
Their final cut is a brooding dip into the well of 
depression. Throughout the song are words and phrases 
like "reprogram," "depression," "anxiety and '1 cannot 
sleep," all fused w ith ,i searing guitar 

This new oflering from one of America's edgie.si bands 
has .some kind of statement, but I'm not sure what. 
Maybe it's in the cows mooing at the end of "22 Going 
On 23."

"The programs will probably be mainly major romantic 
works- Beethoven symphonies.

"I am taking as little as possible this time," she 
promised. "I'll dress conservatively and act more 

reserved, at least initially, be a little less enthusiastic

Smith sees the Costa Rica engagement from the broad 
view of someone who's seen Latia America as a reaideat 
and a visitor. 

"1 think Uiey'll have a terrific time," Smith concluded. 
"The equality (tf the repi>rtor>- will make the musical part 
the same. It'll be in a new place, and that's of principal 
importance. North Americans are ovennfluenced by 
maids, migrant workers and elevator operators— we don't 
see the rich teadition of these peoples. Mary and Laura 
will have a totally different perq)ective of North 
America's influence outside our borders, which is really 
doing away with foreign cultures we otherwise find 
attractive wh^n we visit there las tourists."

After early problems, 
FSU earns Omaha trip

"After w-e lost that first ni\mi-. there was 
no doubt in my mind or the players' minds 
that we would win the second game," FSU 
coach Mike Martin said. 

Strong pitching from the outset did a lot 
to set Martin's mind more at ease. Chris 
Pollack, the starter and winner of FSU's 
game aginst Kast Carolina on Thursday 
night, tossed the first five innings, 
allowing two runs and striking out eight. 
Rod Byerly relieved Pollack, now 9-4, and 
surrendered just two hits in four innings 
to gain his fifth save of the season. 



'Pollack was pitching on two day's rest 
and he did a gutty job," Martin said. 
"Then Byerly came in and did a fantastic 

job." 

Aside from the homer he allowed in the 
first. Pollack w as pleased with the job he 
did. 

"(Maksudian) has been hitting the ball 
well all tournament," Pollack said, "1 
really didn't feel a lot of pressure out 
there, though. 1 just wanted to pitch five 
or six strong innings." 

Byerly, who only recently started 
pitching relief, threw 1.2 innings in the 
first game only to come back and throw 
in the second contest. Martin said Byerly 

was disappointed that he didn't see a lot 
of work in the last few weeks of the sea.son 
and used this regional as a chance to show 
what he can do.

After working' more than a year, the 
Tallahassee City Commission ifiuttantly 
voted down an ordinance that would have 
made many of the city's pubhc buildings 
accessible to handicapped citizens. 

Instead, the commission decided once 
again to review several portions of the 
Standard Business Code dealinj; with 
handicapped accessibility 

The ordinance, which has been 
amendeii several times over the past few 
months, was opposed by members of the 
building community for being too .specific, 
and by members of the handicapped 
community for having too many 
exemptions 

The commission .seemed exasperated by 
the almost unanimous opposition to the 
ordinance by those attending the 
Wednesday night public hearing. 

"What do you want?" Commissioner Jack 
NfeLean asked. 

The ordinance would have applied to any 
building constructed belore 1974 if the 
renovation's cost would be more than 50 
percent of the assessed value. Renovations 
costing more than 20 percent would require 
that only the renovated portions be made 
accessible. Buildings with renovations 
costing less than 20 percent would not be 
required to he made accessible

Scientists from Florida State and Florida A&M 
universities joined forces with Ris Tuesday by calling a 
joint news conference to publicly denounce the use of 
federal grant money going for SDI research 

According to FRl' physicist Hans Plendl, 10 professors 
have already signed a local |>etition pledging not In 
participate in any ."star Wars research. Plendl predicted 
that most of his colleagues will soon be adding their names 
to the circulating petition. 

During a seminar held Tuesday afternoon, Ris displayed 
a chart graphically illustrating SDI. The chart depicted 
a sky overflowing with myriad satellite objects. 

The theory behind the pmpo.sed project, Ris said, is to 
put various layers of weapons and control mechanisms in 
space over the United Stales as a protective shield. SDI 
would deploy as many as 2,000 kill vehu U s" in space.

Local voters got a chance to decide on a gas tax hike several years ago 

County to decide gas tax

The Tallahassee City Commission 
finalized an agreement with the county 
over an extra two cent gas tax Wednesday 
night, transferring the final say on the tax 
from the ballot to a Leon County 
Commission voti- 

After disa^'icciii^ with the county for 
several week- mm-i how the additional 
revenue from a lax increase would be 
spent, the city commission decided two 
weeks ago to put the increase up for a July 
14 referendum. 

But a pair of last minute proposals from 
the county commi.-ision reopened 
negotiations on the tax, and city 
commissioners voted five to one to 
approve a plan favored by Mayor Betty 
Harley and County Commission 
Chairman Bill Montford. 

The county commission can now pass 
the tax increase with a simple vote as it 
did in 1985, when the current four cent 
gas tax was approved. 

Each penny of tax generates about $1 
million in revenue, which is used for 
transportation improvements. 

If pa.s,s<>d. the revenue ^'eneruted will Ix- 
divided evenly between both governments 



for the first live years, with 55 percent 
going to the city the next five years and 
60 percent going to the city until the year 
2015. The current agreement over the 
four cent tax will be extended to expire 
in 201,5, hut will remove the re()iiirement 
that the county spend 39 percent of its 
share on projects that benefit the city. 

After deciding to accept the latest 
county proposal, the city commissioners 
opted to withdraw their resolution calling 
for a referendum. City Commi.ssioner 
Jack McLean said continuing to plan for 
the vote would represent a failure in city- 
county relations, since it would imply a 
lack of faith in their decision to agree on 
the issue. Had the city continued to plan 
for a vote, the county would have had to 
pay for the preparations, which made 
some county commissioners rehictant to 
agree with the city. 

TTie county commission will hold a 

public hearing on the issue in two weeks 
before voting on the tax, and there's no 
guarantee that they will pass it d^pite 

the agreement with the city 

'"There's no assurance that at the public 
hearing they won't back aw ay from this 
issue," Mayor Harley said.

Under Florida law, any building

Several speakers-, I lit int ir.linance was 
ill^al because it is not as stringent as the 
requirements of the Standard Building 
Code. Florida law states that if a 
municipality does not adopt the code, it 
must adopt an cN^nance equally as 
stringent. 

Although Tallaha.s.see has adopted most 
of the Standard Building Code, it has 
never adopted Chapter One because it 
conflicts with some state laws. Chapter 
One says any building.s which are 
significantly renovated, remodeled or 
have a change of occupancy classification 
must meet the code for new construction. 

Handicapped advocates said this means 
the city ordinance should have made all 
renovated structures handicapped 
accessible. They said the exceptions 
provided for in the ordinance v^re too 
n)uch.

safety codes and other codes," said Lani 
Deauville rf the city Equal Employment 
Opportunity Committee. 

But City Attorney Jim P'nglish said the 
handicapped advmales were interpreting 
Chapter One too broadly. He said it was 
limited only to those areas of a building 
being renovated. 

"The ordinance that we are proposing 
is even more stringent than Chapter 
One," English said. 

Some handicapped advocates s.nd tliey 
would take the city to court if il did not 
adopt the parts of Chapter One dealing 
with handicapped accessiblity. 

"V someone wants to take us to court 
for trying to do something right, then go 
ahead," McLean said. "I'm sure there's a 
lawyer out there .somewhere that will 
take on the case." 

At the urging of handicapped advocates, 
city commissioners d^ided to go back to 
the drawing board and study the 
possibility of adopting Chapter One. 

But this did not please everyone.

While no one has come right out and said Weinberger 
was in charge of the president's reckless entrance into the 
Gulf war, his numerous appearances on television and 
statements in the print media, are strong indicators that 
The Ghost is at the helm.

project cost the city $14,000. 

The question of who is responsible for the upkeep of 
the canal was answered by a District Court of Appeals 
ruling in 1976 which found the city responsible for 
maintaining the drainage ditch 

"Maintenance by a city of a drainage system is a 
corporate (proprietor) function and ... a city is liable 
for its torts committed in maintenance of said system," 
read the court decision. 

Buddy Holshouser, who works for the city's 
Department of Public Works, said his department took 
the fence down "It was ugly. " he said "It svas also a 
maintenance hassle. It was almost impo.ssible to keep 
the grass cut." 

Holshouser said the fence caused visual difficulties, too. 
"Sometimes the grass grew up so high inside of the fence 
that you couldn't see around it. The fence itself was hard 
to .see around," he said. 

"That fence never kept any kid out of the canal if they 
wanted in. It never kept any cars out, either," 
Holshouser said. 

But Parrish said the original fence was installed to 
keep pedestrians, not cars, out of the canal. 

"If that is the case, then it's the city's responsibility 
to do something about the ditch.

Rodriguez said he told North, "If this is 
known that the people who are involved 
are connected to the Wilson case, it's 
going to be worse than Watergate.

Local tlroup Coordinator Roberta 
Christie said the Tallahassee group 
"adopted" the Lupynos case in 1980, 
concentrating its efTorts on writing letters 
1(1 various (ilficmls in the Soviet Union 
appealing for l.upynos' release. 

"You can hicrally send hundreds of 
letters to ofluials hn the S<jviet Union) 
and never get a response," Christie said. 

Although the local group feels "really 
heartened" by Lupynos' release, Christie 
said. she added that Amnesty 
International never lakes credit for 
spetit'u releases 

But Christie .siiid Amnesty's ellorts may 
have ensured that Lupynos was not 
forgotten when prisoners were considered 
for release. 

"We feel g(MKl that we were able to keep 
his name in front of olTicials," she said 

After being arrested in 1956 al age 18 
for "propaganda for subversion of the 
Soviet Government" resulting from his 
poetry and conversations, Anatoly 
Ivanovich Lupynos was sentenced to a 
strict-regime labor i .imp for six ve.ir>- He 
was .senteiiied a^,'ain for organizing 
prisdners and was later di.ignosed as 
schizdphrenii' Despite repealed appeals 
for his release Lupynos spent the 
remainder of his internment in various 
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mental hospitals acro.ss the country He 
enjoyed a brief period of freedom during 
the late '60s, but rettirned to jail after 
saying he would continue to stand by his 

convictions. 

"He's apparently got a wide following 
in the I 'krainiati dissident community," 
Chrisiie »,ii(l He seems like such a 
strong character." 

Christie said the local Amnesty chapter 
would continue to investigate the 
disappearance of its other "prisoner of 
con.stience." Antonio Penate Melara 
Melara, a .Salvadoran professor, was 
kidnapped by Kl Salvador's National 

Guard in 1982. He has not been heard 
from since.

The book begins as a biography, detailing the creation 
of Sondheim's first musical under the tutalage of mentor 
Oscar Hanimerstein. Zadan relates how 1.') year-old 
Sondheim was deva.stat^d when he gave a copy of his play 
to Hanimerstein, w ho said it was the worst he had ever 
read. But Sondheim, with Hammerstein's guidance, soon 
learned how to construct a musical. 

Zadan's book shifls gears in the next chapter. When 
he get.s into the productitm of Wvsl .Si(/f Story, the author 
loses --it,'ht (if his subject Hc' delvt's lieeply into the 
problems putting the show together, but .skims over 
Sondheim's contributions. It would have been interesting 
to experience more of Sondheim's tribulations while 
working on his first Broadway show, but the page in 
which a much older Sondheim expresses his subsequent 
embara-ssment with the amateur lyrics for "I Feel 
Pretty " and "America" is unsatisfying' 

Later chapters are equally unfulfilling. The chapter 
on the cult musical Anyone Can Whi.'itle is concerned 
more with the weak Arthur Larents book than the 
brilliant score. The chapter on Company is mainly 
concerned about Dean Jones leaving the show a few 
weeks into the run. Not until the chapters dealing with

Zadan intimate just how important the mu.sic is to the 
creation of a musical. 

And although much of the material in these chapters 
might be viewed as superfluous, some portions are totally 

unecessary Zadan insults his readers' intelligence by 
Including; chapters on unrelated aspect.s of mu.sical 
produc t Hill like c asting and publishing. The chapter on 
poster art is marginally interesting, but laughably out 
of place in a volume ostensibly about a composer/lyricist. 

The problem, it seems, is that Zadan simply does not 
know what is relevant to his subject. He has an irritating 
v\av ol cjuoting the people he interviews verbatim, not 
bothering to edit the long explanations. He quotes 
directors, choreographers and orchestrators in no 
particular order. The end result, understandably, is 
confusing. 

Sondheim fans will shell out the $30 for the book, but 
those with only a marginal interest should stay away. 
About as much information about Sondheim can be 
learned by reading the jacket from the recording ot any 

of his shows.

These longer novels may intimidate some 
readers, but that is their loss. John le Carre is one of

Though the intettduction insists the 
pieces were written "from a con.servative 
Kepul)luan [Kunl of view," it'> iiiiul)tful 
that (ieorge Bush or Jack Kemp will be 
knocking down O'Rourke's door for an 
endorsemeat. As in Hunter S. Thompaon's 
Fear and Loathing books, Reptile's fun

^In "Safety Nazis," he attacks the very 
notion of safety itself: "It was the 
thrilling, vast, wonderful danger of 
America which drew people here from all

over the world— spacious skies filled with 
blizzards and tornadoes, purpled 
mountains majesties to fall off, and 
fruited plains full of snarling animals and 
armed aborigines. America was a 
dangerous country. Safety has no place 
here." 

Risk, on the other hand, is its own 
reward: "There is no more profound 
feeling of conirdi over one's dertiny than 
to drive a Ferrari down a public road at 
130 miles an hour." 

The less dangerous pieces here like 
"Hollywood Etiquette" or "Horrible 
Protestant Hats" seem more self- 
consciously satirical or literary, for the 
very reason that they try to be objective. 
O'Rourke is no Updike He would be 
better off admitting that, like Hunter S. 
Thompson, he is his own b^ subject.

claivsic plot line— two people from different 
wnrld.^- lihe very earthy 'analytical Jewish 
Dinah .Sachs and the very icy blue blooded 
Yankee Asa Thayer) meet at the office, 
fall in love and have an extended affair. 
Ultimtfely— we know ftom the onset- 
Asa returns to his equally blue-blooded 
wife. Pay, and Dinah quits her job. "Hie 
old "twains shall never meet" over- 
conflicted soap opera, right? 

Wrong. Kaysen doesn't insult us like 
that. Instead, she gives us, almost 
literally, Dinah, whose name means 
"judgement," and asks us to trust her 
perceptions. Dinah proceeds to write a 
novel within Kaysen's novel the story of 
Asa's life, an account of his boyhood 
wrapped in New England summers and 



his young manho<xi people with Jo, the 
fast-moving girl he wants and never gets, 
and Reuben, his Jewish best friend whose 
daredevil life flies above and beyond 

Asa's. 

Dinah is on a quest to find Asa's soul. 
Only by recreating his past almost from 
scratch— he rarely reveals himself to 
her— and by consfaructing sentences that 
string together Asa's life line can Dinah 
establish the intimacy of knowing. 

Along the way, we are privy to Dinah's 
musings about WASPS: 'They are not 
connected to the past— the human past— 
but to their heritage. They have great- 
grandfathers buried beside earth reserved 
for their ow n dead botiies and tfiey have 
pewter utensil.^ that are also soulless;" 
about intimacy "I knew how he ta.sted, 
the sounds he made when 1 touched him 
in ways that he liked, the way his face 
looked when he was lying down;" and also 
about the need to hurt those we love: "He 
felt a sympathetic dislike of her and an 
urge to torment her. Jo would be 
gratifying to hurt because she was tough 
and beautiful aiui expected to be treated 
well."

Clarke's overextended exploration 
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The Sunns of Distant Earth 
by Arthur ('. t'larko 
Defray. 319 pp., $4.95

Deciding what to drip on at the beach 
this summer? Check Arthur C. Clarke's 
The Songs of Distant Earth off the list. It's 
lighter then sweat, but misses the 
esM ntial iiiierion for a good beach 
road— action 

Though Clarke's concept of the Earth's 
demise is intriguing, his plot is thin and 
dispersed. He runs off in too many 
different directions, leaving his main plot 
lines incomplete Most important of these 
is the liivc 1 1 lanjilr msdlvin^; lus 
Thalassan heioini', Miri.ssa Leonidas. tu-r 
mate Brant and his Earth hero, a tail 
Edgar Winter-type named Loren 
Lorenson. While the affair is occasionally 
referred to as painful, it generates little 
reader sympathy, lost as it is in a maze 
of sidelines: a Mutiny on Ihi' Bnunty 
parallel, a depiction of the Eaithlmgs' 
impact on their Thala.ssan cousins and 
the discovery of a Thalassan crustacean 
on the verge of intelligence. 

Clarke's statement in the introduction, 
that tlK book IS "negatively in.spired by 
the recent rash of space operas, mi TV and 
movie screen," is not to l)e i)elieved. True, 
his live scenes are understated. But he 
resorts lazily to soap-operatic coincidences 
to motivate his characters. Lorenson, for 
example, gets a cramp while riding a 

bicycle across Thalassa So Mirissa must 



help this amply muscled Lieutenant 
Commander rub his calf. The encounter 
is predictable and unarousing. 

But the cosmic phenomenon which 
unites the two is interesting. The sun, 

havmj^ decided In iiovii ahead of 
.schedule, sends F^arlhlintjs scrambling; 
out nf the solar system on seed ships 
Minssa's mother ship, one of the first, 
colonizes Thalassa; 718 years later, the 
last carries Lorenson and his companions 
on their way to Sagan Two. 

Clarke's scientific explanations are 
where he really succeeds in the novel. The 
technology of travel isn't wrapped up in 
warp-drive or ship-to-shore atom transfer. 
No, it's pretty tame stuff. Earthlings 
trundle through space at only one fifth the 
speed of light, which makes each journey 
hundreds of years long and suspended 
animation a practical necessity. As he 
claims for his 1951 Prelude to Space, 
Clarke uses "foreseeable technology" to 
achieve realism. Most readers will 
recof,'ni/.e basics of astronomy and physics 
in his opening chapters, and he is neither 
tedious nor lengthy in his presentations 
In short, man discovers a little nuisance 
called the neutrino, the little nuisance 
gives him his first view of the sun, and 
his first view tells him he's going to have 
to pack it in a few billion years early or 
hop off and swim lo another solar system. 

What's the total effect? Well, nothing 
would be lost by reading the first third of 

the book and then abandoning it 



Powell's 'improbable wild hope'

Padgett Powell's second novel, A 
Woman Named Drown, is a version of the 
time-honored tale about a journey toward 
self discovery, sparked by "a little petty 
Idve and life dislocation " Old form, new 
(■(intent, hut Powell's mastery of new 
utterances to describe his protagonist's 
"reaction-series theory of life ' is 
humorous and insightful. 

When the unnamed narrator, a doctoral 
candidate in chemistry, is jilted he begins 
a journal designed to make order out of 
his plotless days and uncover his secret 
self 

The narrator becomes occupied with 
"people who are anything but custodians 
of their chances in life" and embarks on 
his journey toward understanding the 
benefits of for.saking upward mobility- 
choosing "lateral waste" over "self- 
aggrandizing going up in the world." 



Through his job sewing tents, his affair 
with actress Mary Constance Brown, and 
his Florida travels, we are introduced to 
characters and situations which help nail 
down his life's hypothesis that 'these 
days, these characters, have at their 
center no center, no towardness." 

This is the heart of Powell's 
statement- that the entire life reaction 
series of human bondings and splittings" 
settles on a person's acceptance of an 
artificial center to life or opting for lateral 
waste until a truer center is found. Powell 
is at his best when serving this bitter pill 
in the sii^sar coating of sardonic humor 
At times though, Powell's characters fail 
to develop as their motives remain 
elusive. But the author's style is more 
than enough to sustain interest. 

A Woman Named Drown seems to say 
once you acknowledge the "necessary 
connectedness of the unneceraary things 
one can do in a life" and give up the chase 
for convention the world becomes a place 
of "improbable wild hope."

The competition is stiff, so the preparation has to be

'Nothing will make you practice harder than a 



competition," said Yelverton, echoing FSU profes.sor 
Bruce Holzman, who is an old hand at producing 
international competitors.

Games not college athletes' only worry

For the Florida State baseball players who left 
Wednesday for Omaha, on*' fate th^t tuny await them 
aside from victory nr dt-tcat is the chance they may be 
declared ineliKihle t„ play Declared ineliKible because 
they did Honiething as seemingly meaningless as 
drinking too much cough syrup 

For the first time in NCAA baseball history, 
mandatory drug testing of urine samples was done on 
all those participating in the regionals Kach team m the 
regionals had 10 players tested after their first round 
games -a total of 480 athletes nationwide 

Players testing positive for illegal drugs such as 
marijuana and cocaine would be declared ineligible for 
the series. Abnormal consumption of anabolic steroids, 
diuretics, and three categories of "stimulants"-which 
many over-the-counter remedies fall under-would also 
knock players out of the tournament 

NCAA spokesman Frank Urygas/ claimed even 
though use of over Ihe-counter drugs would cause a 
sample to be labeled positive, only "excessive use" would 
be reported. 

"There are many over-the-counter drugs that can show 
up in samples," said Uryga.sz. "People can take Sudafed 
and Actifed and test positive But what we're loDkini,' 
for is the .student athlete who uses an evK^^ive 
amount- chances are they tiKik an amount that exceeded 
what was recommended." 

Central Michigan coach Dean Kreiner said this caused 
some of his players some great anxiety. 

"I think we ought to do th-un testing-but I wish we 
had in the schools." Kreiner said "Our kids were 
apprehensive bec ause if you take over the counter di ut.;s 
it shows up Our players had not been through it before. ' 

Most of the coaches and players, however, weren't as 
conciliatory. It seems that, on the surface, everyone is 



for drug testing-almi^' with the claim they never do any 
drugs FSU coach Mike Martin and Athletic Dir«;tor 
Hootie Ingram are advocates of drug-testing. 

Seminole stars Deion Sanders and Richie Lewis said 
they didn't care about the testing because they didn't 
use drugs. Sanders added he felt that in the interest of 
fairness, all students shinild be tested for drugs 
University of .Smith Alabama player Mike Maksudian, 
the 1987 NCAA Atlantic Regional MVP, was one of the 
few who actually admitted his displeasure. 

"All athletes should be drug-free," said Maksudian. 
"It should be done, but I didn't eiyoy it. It's something 
I didn't like going through with." 

FSU's Marc Giordano echoed Maksudian's comments 

"It was kind of awkward," Giordano said. "Right after 
a big game-, we're escorted out by the couriers. It seemed 
kind of weird." 

The procedure followed by the NCAA was to get the 
sample after th(i first round games in the regionals and 
take them to the lab Urygasz said the each player's 
urine sample was divided into an A and B sample-the 
first is screened and analyzed by category. If the A 
sample is positive, the second is put through a Gaff 
Chromotography Mass Spectrometry (GCMS). 

"When you use GCMS for testing, there's no risk for 
a false positive." sjiid I'rygasz 

However, drug testing across the nation is coming 
under fire from the Centers for Disease Coiitn)! and the 
National Institute on Drug Abuse, which released recent 
results that claimed at least one-third of all drug tests 
are inaccurate. 

Even with this recent information, the .N'CAA plans 
to do approAimately ;t,.')00 drug tests for the year 
Uryga.sz said the cost of testing each athlete runs from 
$250 to $300, The overall pricetag will be about $1 
million for the entire operation. 



Report just says no to FSU soccer

Despite a core of supporters and a 10,000 signature 
petition, the prospect for socct r as a varsity sport at 
Florida Stale University looks dim. 

The FSU Athletic Board's Goals and Priorities 
subcommittee released a report Wednesday afternoon 
that included two recommendations that directly 
involved soccer Recommendations 28 and 29 stated that 
no new varsity sports should be added, and that the 
request for men's and women's soccer should be denied. 

The athletic board did not discuss the first 27 
recommendations, but instead foi^used on the issue of 
soccer. The board postponed the final vote on the sport 
until June 9, 

Dean Jerry Draper, a member of the board who 
introduced the report, stated that because of the deficit 
in the athletic budget, other sports will have to be 



dropped to finance soccer. Draper explained that existing 
varsity sports shouldn't be iinderfu iided for uuoniin^; 
sports f}|. ;i|so added that alter coii.~ultal ifin with llir 
c '1! . iiul FSr Presiiit-nl Bernard Sliger, it w.ts 

decided that no current programs be eliminated. Both 
these policies sounded a death knell for the soccer 
program, which was slated to cost approximately 
$325,000 per year to operate. 

Former Leto High School player Pat Leduc. w ho was 
on the 1982 state runner up team and currently plays 
for the FSU men's soccer club, has been the >pe,irhead 
behing making soccer a varsity sport. Leduc had 
submitted a request that included an unnamed booster 
contribution of $100,000 if the program was initiated, 

"I've spent three years of blood, sweat, tears, toil and 
waiting." said Leduc 'I wa-- verv di--appointed The 
door's still cracked, though. The people on the board want 
soccer, but they won't make hard decisions.
